MEXICO, 
SENSATIONAL STORIES DENIED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Aug. 13—A statement 
was sent widelv last night to the effect that 
affairs between the United States and Mexico 
had reached a crisis; that Gen. Sherman’s trip 
to the West was really & cover of an official 
visit to the forces along the Mexican frontier, 
and that upon his arrival there such vigorous 
measures would be taken as would doubtless 
lead towar. There is the authority of a Cabinet 
oflicer for the statement that nothing whatever 
bas occurred of late to put any new phase 


upon the relations between this Govern- 
ment and Mexico; that no one here 
desires war, and that all have in 


view the settlement of pending questions 
by thoroughly peaceful means. * These periodi- 
cal stories, which haye been unusually frequent 
of late, seem ‘to have their origin among a num- 
ber of interested parties here who have made it 
their special business for the last year to cause 


difficulty between this Government and Mexico. 
Gen. Sherman’s orders, which appear in the 
regular bulletin of the Department, directs him 


to proceed to New Mexico by Way of Colorado, .

SHARP PRACTICE. 
Special Diapatch te The Tridune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 13.—It appears 
that the means used before the House Commit- 
tee to procure the insertion in the Sundry Civil 
bill of a clause allowing pay for the transporta- 
tion of military stores over the Ricomond & 
Danville Road during the Yar was the exzibi- 
tion by members of a formal opinion upon the 
lianility of the Government in this case made 
by Solicitor Raynor, of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. It now turns out that this decision of 
Raynor’s was made at the instance of attorneys 
for the road, and that it was rendered after a 
formal decision upon the subject adverse to 
the road had been given by Asdstant- 
Secretary French. The attorney of the 
road, in the absence of _Secretary Sherman, 
iguoring this decision, managed to have the sub- 
ject referref/i to Solicitor Raynor, and he, al- 
though it had been finally settled by the De- 
partment, andthe claim rejected, gave this 
final decision, which was subsequently used for 
the purpose of procuring an appropriation at 
the hands of the House Committee.

A 
special Pullman car will be prvvided by 
the Society from Washington and another from 
Chicago, with fare free to go and return for your- 
self and lady. Convenient and comfortable eating- 
houses along the line of road wiil furnish them 
meals at 75 cents each. The car will leave this 
city on Sunday, Sept. 1, at the Sixtn street depot 
at 7:40 o'clock p. m., and will meet the President's 
and other carsat Chicago on Tuesday morning. 
Tne train will then leave for St. Paul Cars 
wiitl be held subject to order of the 
guests to return as° they may think best.

Secretary Thompson will teave for Indiana 
on Thursday, and will remain upon his farm in 
that State for about three weeks. He said 
to-day that be had no intention of giving up bis 
position as Secretary of the Navy unless his 
nealth made it absolutely neeessary for him to do 
so. The reports that be was to be transferred 
to the Department of Justice in place of Mr. 
Devens, and that Gov. Rice, of Massachusetts, 
was to succeed him as Secretary of the Navy, 
grew out of the fact that, while be was in Bos- 
ton a week or so ayo, he was constantly in the 
company of the last-named gentieman, riding 
with bim about the city, and dining with him at 
the seashore. There was ne foundation, how- 
ever, for the report that be-was to give up the 
Navy portfolio. 


Commissioner Raum has decided upon his» 


plan for preventing collusiom between Gaugers 
and distillers. He is arranging for a second 
corps of Gaugers in all of the districts where 
whisky is manufactured lamgeiy. This addi- 
tional corps will be in charge of a special officer 
from the Department, who will himself be an 
expert Gauger, and their duty will be upon the 
arrival of each lot of packages at a bonded ware- 
bouse or tbeir destination within the district to 
immediately regauge the entire lot. ia this 
way it is believed an effectual check l 
be put upon Gaugers apd distiliers. The 
number employed in such districts as 
those of incinpati and Chicago’ will 
be about ten, and they will be selected on ac- 
count. of their expertness at gauging. The 
Commissioner wiil follow this system long 
enough to fully test the charge that certain dis- 
tillers, through coilusion with Gaugers, procure 
such an allowance as them to underseil 
the mafxet at other districts. Orders for the 
organization of this force at several of the mest 

important points have been given.

H13 POSITION ON THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 
Special Disnatch to The Tribune. 
Hamivton, O., Aug. 13.—Public expectancy 
concerning the position to be taken by Senator 
Thurman on the currency question was gratified 
this evening by the delivery of a speech in 
which he virtually declares himself in the field for 
the Presidential nomination by the Democrats 
in 1880, inasmuch as he now places himself 
squarely on the same rlatform with Hendricks 

and the soft-mopey wing of the Democracy. 


THE SPEECH. 

Mr, PrResipent ann Fe.iow-Cirizens: I have 
seen several statements in the public press to the 
effect that the objectof mv appointment to address 
you to-day was that | should ‘* sound the keynote 
of the campaign.*’ I wish, in the very outset of 
my remarks, to disciaim any such pretension 

inder free institutions, it is for the peuple to give 
the keynote: and, so tar as the Denrocracy of Ohio 
are concerned, they have discharged that duty in 
the platform adopted by our late State Convention. 
1 stand squerely on that platform. I have advo- 
cated its principles heretofore, and I shall con- 
tinue to advocate them. 

A PERSONAL BXPLANATION. 

Perhaps this is all 1 should.say about myself; 
but, imasmuch 4s, in certain quarters, | am de- 
nounced as a map who has surrendered his convic- 
tions to appease @ popular clamor. it may be par- 
donable in me to occupy @ few moments in repell- 
ing this charge. 

The accusation has reference to my support of 
the financial plank in the platform. Now, what is 
this financial plank’ It condemns contraction of 
the currency; demaads the repeal of the Resump- 
tion act; advocates *‘the removal of ali restric- 
tions to the coinage of silver, and the re-establish- 
ment of silveras a money-metal, the same as gold, 
—the same as it was before its fraudulent demone- 
tization; the gratiual substitution of United States 
legal-tender paper for national-hbank notes, and 
its permanent establishment as the sole paper- 
money of the country, made receivable for al) 
dues to the Government, and of equal tender with 
comn,--the amount of such issues to be so regulated 
by legislation or organic law as tw give the people 
assurance of stability in the volume of currency, 
and the consequent staoility of the value; no far- 
ther increase 1:9 the vonded deht, and no farther 
sale of bonds for the purchase of coin for 
resumption purposes, bui the gradual extinction 
of the public debt; rigid economy, the re- 
duction of expenditures in al) branches of the 
public service, and a tariff for revenue only.” 
These are the financial doctrines of the pletform, 
and now, | confidently defy my critics, one and all, 
to name any vote that I have given, during the 


. nine vears that | nave datin the Senate, that was 


inconsistent with these principies. I have steadi- 
ly opposed contruction ever since it was inaug- 
urated. I epoke and voted against the Rcsumption 
act when it passed, and at the last session of Con- 
gress voted for ite repeal. I worked hard to re- 
store silver to the place it held before its demone- 
tization. Severn] veare ago I drew a resolution 
for our State Convention. favoring the gradual 
substitution of greenbacks for national-bank 
notes; and that resolution, injudiciously amended, 
as 1 believe every one now. admits, was paeeed by 
the Conventivn. I was one of the irst to propose 
in the Senate that greenbacks should be receivable 
for customs-duties, and at the last session | voted 
for the bill making them thus receivaole. I have 
veen the advocate of a stable currency, and your 
platform demands stability. If have contended 
that the precious metals ought not to be demone- 
tized, and the platform asserta the same doctrine. 
1 have spoken and voted against an increase of our 
bonded debt. I have advocated, to the best of my 
ability, strict economy, reduction of expenditures, 
and a revenue-tarit. My course, therefore, haa 
been perfectly consistent with the platform of our 
Convention, asthe journals and debates of the 
Senate will show. And I beg leave to add that! 
have never given a voice, in the nine years | nave 
sat in the Senate, to.which excention was taken by 
the Democracy ef Uhio, so far as | know, or have 
ever heard. 

Fellew-citizens, I trust that I have not offended 
propriety or good taste by makiny these few re- 
marks about myself. You are a portionof my 
constituents. and have a right to know whether’! 
have represented you correctly or otherwise. If l 
have a reputation worth preserving, it is for your 
interest as well os mine that it shal! not be unjast- 
ly tarnished. But enough upon this theme. 
SUBSTITUTION OF GREENBACKS FOR NATIONAL- 

4 BANK NOTSS. 

When the currency part of the platform is care- 
fuliy scrutinized, itswill be found that its princi- 
pal feature is the proposed substitution of green- 
backs for national-bank notes. I think that ldo 
them no injustice when I say that the ieaders of 
the Republican party are in favor of directly the 
opposite course, —that is to say, they would retire 
ali the greenbacks in order that their places might 
national-bank notes. Let either 
course be taken, and the metallic money of the 
country remainsthe same. Use either kind of 
paper, and the amount of coin in actual circula- 
tion, apart from tbe small coins used for change. 
will be comparatively small, s®>-long as one, and 
two, and five dollar notes are freely issued, for 
such notes always drive coin out of circulation. 
And, whenever conversion into coin is practicabie 
and desirable, it wili be just as easy to convert 
greenvacks as to convert bank-notes. The ques- 
tion then is narrowed down to this, Shall our - 
per-money ve pational-bank notes or greenndacks? 
For several reasons, that I will briefly state, I 
think that the latter are prcferabie. 

lL. Inthe first piace, a national-bank currency 
means the indefinite perpetuation of the national 
debt. The national banks, so far as their circu- 
lation is concerped, are fouanded onthaidebdt. It 
ie the security for their notes; anc, whenever the 
debt be paid, the banks must retire their circula- 
tion and cease to issue notes. In order, therefore, 
to perpetuate their privileze of issuing noies, they 
must strive to perpetuate tne national debt. And 
you may rest aseured that they will do s0; and the 
influence of more than 2,000 such inetitutions, 
spread all over the coantry, will be very powerful 
indeed. 

Now, Iam notone of those who believe that a 
national debt ie a national) blessing, I believe that 
the reverse of this is true, and that such a debt is 
a national curse. ‘To say nothing of its corrupting 
influences, ite*drain of the resoarces of the people 
to pay interest js fearfully oppressive. especially 
when a large portion of the debt is held abroad. 
ln a comparatively brief period the amount of in- 
terest paid exoeeds the principal of the debt, 
while the drain continues with undiminished 
force. Heavy taxation is the necessary result; and 
every one who has stadied the subject knows that 
oppressive taxation is one of the worst foes Ww the 
industry and prosperity of a country. It is true 
that the nationa! debt cannot be speedily paid. but 
we ht not to put unnecessary obstacles in the 
way of ite payment. The vetional-bank notes are 
such an oostacle, and for that reason are objec- 
tionadle. Your platform wisely advocates “* the 

adual extinction of the pabiuic debdt.”” It thus 

avore its honest payment. and opposes iis indef- 

inite perpetuation. Aa in strict harmony with 
thie principle, it condemns & bank-note system 
that tends to tuate it.

J. A third objection to the national- bank circu- 
lation is, that 

IT 18 A SPECIAL PRIVILEGE 
that puts many millions of doliare annually into 
the kets of the shareholders, and takes many 
millions annually out of the pockets of the people. 

The generai rule is, thata pers n pays interest 
upon what he owes; but, inthe case of a bank- 
note, this rule is reversed. The noteisa debt due 
by the bank; but, instead of paying interest upon 
it, the bank is authorized to loan it as money, and 
take interest upon the loan. It thus enjeys a priv- 
ilege that no one else enjoys. It draws interest 
upon its own indebtedress, and this privilege of 
the national banks brings them an annual income 
of probably $20, 000, The aggregate circula- 
tion is, in round nambers, $322,00u,000. | think 
if may be reasonably assumed that $300, 000, 000 
of these notes are loaned at an average 
rate of interest of at least 7 per cent. 
If so, the anneal interest they receive from the 
loan, not of money, not of capital, but of their 
own indebtedness, 1s $21,000,000. ‘And this sum 
1# taken out of the annual product of. the country, 
before that product is divided between labor and 
capital. The general rale is, that the product of 
liumano industry is ultimacely divided between labor 
and capital; but, whena bank-note circulation is 
used, the banks first step in, and, by virtue of 
their special privilege, take uw large siice in the 
shape of interest upon their own indeotedness, In 
the case of uur national banks, this elice, as we 
bave seén, amounts to $21,000,000 every rear. 
Now, if there can be no sound papet-currency but 
bank-notes, then there is nothing left fur us but to 
bear this burthen, or try to reduce the amount of 
the exaction. But, if the greenbacg is as good as 
the bank-note,—and nobody denies that it is, —- 
why should it not be substituted for the bang- 
note, and 

AN END PUT TO THE EBXACTION? 

And, consider farther, that, fér every greenback 
it has issued, the Government has received value. 
That greenback has paid for servjces rendered, or 
inateriais furnished, or it has discharged * portion 
of the interest-bearing public debt. There w thus 
& saving to the Government, or to the people, of 
an amount equal to interest upon the outstanding 
greenback circulation, for. had the vreemback not 
becn issued, the Government wuuld have had to 
raise the money by loan or taxation to meet its ex- 
penditures. If itraised it by joan; it would, of 
course, have to pay interest upon the loan. If it 
raised it by taxation, the taxpayers lose the in- 
terest their money would have earned had they not 
been compelled to give it to the Government. 

The greenbacks now outstanding amount to 
$346, 651.016. Computing interest upon this sum 
atthe lowestraie atwhich the Government can 
porrow money, 4 per cent, and we have an annual 
having to the people, resulting from the use of the 
preenvack, of $15,867,240. But, if greenbacks 
were substituted for the $22,000,000 of nationa)- 
bank notes now Outstanding, there weuld be a fur- 
ther saving to the peuple of 4 per cent annually on 
ihat sum, namely: $1 8438, 000, —- making a total 
anneal saving by the use of the greennack of 
$26, 747.240. From this, however, deduct the 
taxes on their ciftculation paid by the banks. 
nmounting to about $4, 000,000 aunaally. and the 
net saving would be about $24,750.000. Per- 
haps, in strictness, this deduction for taxes ought 
not t be made, for itis probable that the banks 
Lhrow ihe ourthen of tbe taxation apon their cas- 
tumers, wiro, inturn, shiftit tothe shoulders of 
Lhuse with whom they deal, until, like all other 
tarxation, it finally ialis Won the great body of con- 
bumers, —the peonle. 

Ihave thus given you, tellow-¢itizens, some 
reasons in favor of substituting greenbacks for 
bank-potes. I now proceed to consider the only 
pojection to the substitution that seems to have 
much weight. Iti+ said teat. if greenbacks were 
to constituce our on paper-cnrreacy, tts volante 
would’depend upon’ the action of Congress, and 
bot upon the naturablaws of trade; and that. as 
Congress is liable to be influenced bY pupuiar feel- 
ing on the one hand, or the arts and appliances of 
spgcial intcrests on the other, the currency would 
Le subject to inflation or contraction, as either in- 
fluence might prevail. to a degree that would be 
ruinous to basiness and prosperity. 

In answer to this objection. and admitting that it 
is not without force, I have to sy, in the first 
place. that it is equally potent whether our paper- 
currency be vreenbacks exclusively ac vank-notes 
exclusively; for, let it be the oné or the ocher, 
Congress would have the power to expand it or con- 
tract in at will. For instance, were Congress to re- 
peu) tae tax on State-bank circulation, a maltiiede 
of banks would «pring up under State laws, and a 
yreat inflation of the curremey wonld take place. 
On the other hand, should Congress retain that tax 
and retire the greenbacks, as the Repubiican 
financiers demand. a frightful contraction wuuld 
result. lao brief, if Congress snould have neither 
sense nor honesty, it might, for the Lime being, 
tuin the country; bul to assume that it would do su 
would be to condemn our form of government. 

But our platform squarely meets this difficulty. 
It condemns contraction op the one hand, or 
‘*kiting” on the other. It demands that ‘‘the 
amount of such issues | greenbacks| be so-regulated 
by iegisiation or organic law 48; to give the 
people an assurance of stability in voil- 
ume of currency, and consequent stability 
of value”; end, in wunmistakalle terms, it 
opposes, the Gemonetizatioa, or disuse, of the 
precious metals. Conid anything, I appeal to you, 
be more conservative than tims, if conservatism 
theans to conserve the interests of the people at 
large, and not those of a particular class’ Can any 
intelliwent wan reasonably object to a policy that 
preserves goid and silver from destruction, and de- 
thands a stability in the volume and value of the 
currency gieater than has ever yet been attained? 

Fellow-citizens, our piatform has been de- 
nounced by men who never tread it, and by others 
whose interests or prejudices incline them to mig- 
representit; and now the anewer I make to them 1. 
ip aek you to read and to stodyit. IL is im vain for 
its enemies to say thatit means what it dees not 
express. its tanguage is too plain, to be misun- 
derdtood by a candid man, and the character of the 
Committee that reported and the Convention that 
adopted it, 1s sufficient to shicld it from the charge 
af deCteption. It is an honest platform. and means 
just whatit says. [t means opposition to monopoly, 
Opposition to special privileges, opposition to con- 
traction of the currency, opposition to the demon- 
etization of the metals, opposition to wasteful ex- 
penditure, and opposition toa never-ending pub- 
lic debt. Andit means equa! rights and privi- 
leges, an honest and stable currency, a strict econ- 
omy and lighter taxes, and a faithful payment of 
the public debt. It gives no sanction to irreligion 
and Cummunism: buat it fully recognizes the dig- 
nity of labour, and sincerely sympathizes with the 
labering man in bis toil and privation. it asserts 
the principles upon which the Government was 
founded, and waoich are essential to its usefulness 
and perpetuity. It promotes fraternal feeling 
throughout the length and breadth of the Repub- 
lic, and condemns sectionalism as the worst foe of 
the Union. In a word, it is an honest platform of 
honest men, —a patriotic platform for patriots to 
siand upon. | 

Feliow-citizens, if lam not in error in what I 
have said, I have given you a sufficient reason why 
there should be a change in our Federal Adminis- 
tramon. If our financial policy is correct, that of 
the Republican party, or at least of those who 
shape its legisiation, 1s wrong. If this be so, then, 
as eoon as the forms of the Constitution wiil per- 
mit, that party should cease to rule. 

But there are other reasons why there should be 
achange, andtosome ofthem I wish briefly to 
call your attention. 

THE RULE OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

The claim of a party in power to a prolougation 
of its rule necessarily involves an inquiry into its 
policy and government in the past. If its past 
rule has been vicious or unwise. pradence opvi- 
ously dictates that an end, for the time being at 
least, should be put to its domination, 

Now. has the rule of the Republican party since 
the close of the Civil War, thirteen vears ago, 
been wise and beneficent’? I think taat this ques- 
tion must be anewered in the negative. It is not 
necessary to go into a detailed examination of all 
its measures; nor could that be done in the limit 
of a speech, or, indeed, of many speeches. Nor 
i« it necesxary to assert that ali ite measures have 
been bad and injurious. It is sufficient to look at 
the general result, and see whether that ag 
government and prosperity, or the reverse. Now, 
cértainly no one will deny that this country has 
for the last five years eaffered, as perhaps no other 
country ever did suffer, from depression 
in every branch of business, in every in- 
dustrial occupation. The entire body of 
the producing classes —employers, 
and middiemen—have n affected.

and however exaygerated the estimate may ve, the

It is time, high time, wnat you sur- 
render the reins of government. 
CONTRACTION OF THE CURRENCY, AND SPEcCTR- 
PAYMENTS. 

1. And now, fellow-citizens, as pertinent to this 
topic, let me cal! your attention to some partica- 
lars. It is not uncommon to hear it assertéd that. 
there has been no contraction of the currency, and 
itis Duta few monthe since the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Senate asserted that the 
charge of contraction was simply **a contruction 
of the truth.”’ But what is the truth? I shail not 
go into the disputed question of what, for practi- 
cal par s, constituted our currency at the end 
of the War and for several years afterward. I 
shall confine myself to the three years and a half 
that have elapsed since the passage uf the Re- 
sumption act, Jan. 14, 1875, and to what is ande- 
niably currency, namely: grecabacks and nauon- 
al-bank notes.

So that, since the passage of the Resumption 
act, the decrease in greenbacks and bLank-netes— 
$55, 328.984 pius $29, 305,485—has produced a 
contraction of $64,634,469. If to this be added 
the $11,550,90% of greenoacks on deposit in the 
Treasury for the redemption of bauk-notes, and 
which are, consequeptly, withdrawn from cireula- 
tion, the contractuon amounts to ovér $76, VOU, VOD, 
~being at the rate of over $1. 800,000 per munth. 

But, say the advocates of the Kesumption act, 
this contraction was necessary in urder to resume 
epecie-payment on Jan. 1, 1879. Now, fellow- 
citizens, it is one thing to oegin specic- payment, 
and it is quite another thing to muintain it. It is 
quite probabie that the Secretary ef the Treasary 
can begin to pay specie for greenbacks on Jan. 1, 
i870, and that most, if not all. of tite banks can 
begin to pay specie or greenvacks at the sane 
time; but the great question remains, Could such 
specie-payment be maintained’ If tt contd net, 
why should the peovile ve ground Deiween the 
upver and nether millstone in order to beem ape- 
cic-payment sumewhat earher than the coaditien 
of tbe country would insure its continearnce’ On 
this question, the tollowing facts ure of vane: 

Great Grituin and France are pre-cemimentiv the 
hard-mouney countries of Caristendom. The former 
has in coin and bullion, xbout three voliars to every 
Gdollarof her paper-money. Of course she con 
maintain specie-payment; at least, sv long as whe 
avoids war. France has more metallic than paper- 
money, and, when at peace, can easiiy maintain 
specie-payment. Butthe United States pave. at 
least, three dollars in paper for everyqdollur in coin: 
and even a little war, or a change in the balane: of 
trade, might, so long as the disproportion exists, 
make shipwreck of their pretended specie-pay- 
ment. According tothe best tniormation I caa 
ovdtain, the product of our mines is likely te fall 
off. It is probable that the maximum product hay 
been reached. and that, unless new and valualle 
minés be discovered, there will henceforth oe a 
steady decrease uf production: ont, i.evertheless, 
if the balance of trade should continne in our 
favor, the influx of goid and silver, together with 
the product of the mines, would enavie us to be- 
vin and maintain specie-payment gulte as soon as 
justice to the debtor class would permit. If this 
be true, why resert to forced resumption? Why 
crush the unfortunate in order te anticipaie, bv a 
comparatively brief period, an advent that would 
come natarally‘aad unattended with severe dis- 
tress?

about. If euch an usurpation can pass witbout 
rebuke, it wi!l soon be in vain to talk of constita- 
tiona] modes and honest elections. If the will of 
the people can, with impunity, be overthrown 
by obscure and corrupt Keturoing Boards, and 
there wm po remedy for the wrong, it will 
goon be the voice of such Boards, and not 
the voice of the people, that will make your 
Presidents.

SECTIONALISM. 

5. Another great topic remains to be considered, 
and. when I shal! have offered some brief observa:

‘gens, nothing in politics seems more certain to me 
than thatthe Republican leaders reat their hopes 
of a prolongation of their power upon the success 
that may attend a atudiced and energetic effort on 
their part to excite and perpetuate sectiona! feel- 
ing. And nothing seems to me more unwarranted, 
unpatriotic, and detestable than this scheme. It 
is not enough that the South has frankly and man- 
fally accepted the resulta of the War; that, waiv- 
ing al) questions as to the mode of their adoption, 
no voice ie raised against the binding force of the 
Constitutional Amendments; that every law pass- 
ed by a dical Congress, however douptful its 
constitutiona lity. or manifest its injustice and im- 
policy, 18 nevertheless obeyed; that a desire for 
harmony and peace, and a determination to aid in 
the preservation of the Union, are unmistakab|ly 
and plainly the dominant sentiments of the Sofith- 
ern peopie, —all this is not enough to deter the Re- 
publican managers from resorting to al! the weap- 
ons inthe arsepal of the demagogue, by which 
sectiona! hatred can be aroused and perpetuated, 
and a solid North thereby created to rule with a rod 
of iron a prostrate South It is thirteen years 
eince the close of the War,—thirteen years since a 
hand was raised or a word was spoken agains! the 
preservation of the Union,—and yet articles are 
now written and speeches are now made by men 
prominent. im the Republican party, the bitterness 
of which is scarcely paralicted by anything that 
wae written or said when war was flagrant and the 
Union was in danger. 

Feilow-citizens, nothing more unjust, nothing 
more unpatriotic, nothing more injurious to the 
peace, weifare. and prosperity of the Republic, 

ing more clearly demonstrative of the neces- 
sity for a change of rulers and the inauguration of 
an era of justice and fraternity, than is afforded 
by theese facts, canbe imagined. Do you wish the 
Union preserved? Then support those who wouid 
bind it together by tue ties of fraternai feelmg ana 
a common interest. ax well as by constitutions and 
jaws.

Do you wish to see the couniry strong and 
perons’ Then support the policy that, shed- 
ing ite benign influence upon every part, gives 
ifresisiivie strength and universal well-being to 
the whole.

TUNIS.

MEETING RESISTANCE. 

Viewna, Aug, 18.—The Twentieth Austrian 
Division has not yet been able to reach Semor- 
nik. Its outposts fought a battle with the in- 
surgents near Gratechapitza on the 4th inst. 
The division was also engaged on the 8th, Vth, 
and 10th. it advanced close to Subla, but in 
consequence of the scarcity of supplies and ex- 
haustion of draught animals, fell back on 
Gratschanitza te secure its communications. 

LENIENCY ASKED. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 13.—According to ad- 
vices from Sirajevo; the Insurgent Government 
has sent Hafiz Pasha to meet the Austrians and 
ask leniency for the insurgents. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 13.—It is thought 
impossible that the Bosnians can prolong their 
resistance. With a view, therefore, to tran- 
quillize them, the Porte bas appointed Menemet 
Ali Pasha as its Commissioner in Bosnia. 

TURKISH CURRENCY. 

The Porte, to prevent the further deprecia- 
tion of Turkish currency, bas decided to raise 
the import duties on salt, tobacco, and spirits 
to the extent permitted by its treaties of com- 
merce. 


CENTRAL ASIA. 

Lonpvon, Aug. 13.—In the House of Commons 
to-night, the Under Secretary for the Foreign 
Department, in reply to interrogatories, stated 
it was impossiple for the Government to say 
where the Russian forces in Central Asia were 
stationed. The Government was quite willing 
to take the responsibility of sending a mission 
to Cabul, as it could not regard with indiffer- 
ence what had been passing in Central Asia dur- 
ing the last two months. 

The Chancelior of the Exchequer pointed out 
it was always understood that England had 
greater interest in Afghanistan than had Russia, 
and was therefore bound thither to send a mis- 
sion of equal weight and influence with that of 
Russia. 

The Under-Secretary for India, when introduc- 
ing the Indian budget, gave the official estimate 
of the number of deaths from famine in India 
at 1,850,000.

FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonpvon, Aug. 18.—The Mark Lane Express, 
in its review of the British corn trade the past 
week, says: Reports regarding the yield of 
wheat are various, but, generaliy speaking, the 
harvest promises improvement on last year’s. 
There are several districts, particularly Nor- 
folk, Cambridgeshire, and parts of Essex, 
where the opposite opinion obtains, and com- 
plaints are rife of badly-filled ears, blight, and 
rust. Fartber north appearances improve. In 
Lancashire and Yorkshire crops look healthier 
and heavier than for some years. In Scotiand 
and Ireland there are equally favorable hopes. 

CONFLICTING ACCOUNTS 
are reccivea regarding barley, but where early 
sown the crop will not leaye mach to be desired, 
although it bas suffered from flood and drought. 
Very few samples of new wheat have appeared, 
and, until supplies come in more freely, little 
can be said regarding quality. An occasional 
parcel was shown in Mark Lane for which 
growers demanded fancy prices, but business 
will probabiv settle down into its ordinary 
course this week. Supplies of old are necesea- 
rily very light, with so moderate inquiry as is 
to be expected during the barvest time. Prices 
have uudergose 

NO QUOTABLE CHANGE. 

Imports of forcixw wheat into London were 
very moderate, Friday’s return showing only 
p%.510 quarters. There was a decided improve- 
ment in trade, especially American descriptions, 
for which a ready pale was experienced at one 
shilling increase, and insome instances a greater 
advance. Much of the Russian wheat recently 
imported arrived ipa heated, unsalable state. 

Advices from St. Petersburg indicate that a 
very large proportion of granaried stocks is in a 
defeciive condition, and almost certain to heat 
during a summer vorvage. - It is probable prices 
will rule low for this class of woeat for some 
time to come. 

The somewhat unsettled weather and contin- 
ued Continental demand for wheat, both here 
aod in America, have imparted a firmer tone to 
trade. Values have jmproved trom sixpence to 
a shilling for cargoes off the coast and for ship- 
ment. < |

BEACONSFIELD AND THE GARTER. 
London Svectator, duly 2. 

Lord Beaconsfield has been made a K. G., and 
has obtained the remaining Garter for his faith- 
ful colleague, Lord Salisbury. The Prime Mip- 
ster received investitureas Knight of the Order 
in a private audience at Osborne, without any 
parade or ostentation, and it is understood that 
he vrefersto remain Earl of Beaconsfield, iv- 
stead of taking any bigier title of nobility. The 
Garter itseif associates him with some fitty of 
the most distinguished nersonagesin Europe, 
nearly half of them beiog Royal, and the other 
half British nobles of the highest rank. As Lord 
Beaconsfield has done much more than most of 
them, and has,in the opinion of the Queen, 
served materially the interests of the Empire, 
ii is reasonable enough that he should be ad- 
mitted inte this highly distinguished Order. 
Bat whether what he bas done be really a serv- 
ice or a severe blow to the thrope he serves, no 
sign of Royal approval, of course, can deter- 
mine. Inthe world where illusion is stripped 
away,a good many Orders of distinguished 
merit will be read with a minus sign before 
them, and stamp not only the practical blunders 
of favorites, but the grand misplacements of 
favor. 

CYPRUS. 
London Spectaior, July 29. 

Sir Garnet Wolseley arrived at Larnaca, in 
Cyprus, in the Himalaya, on Monday, and im- 
mediately agsumed the government, and our 
troops have’been arriving ever since. A procia- 
mation was put forth, in English, Turkish, and 
Greek, setting forth the great interest of the 
Queen in. the island and its prosperity, and 
promising measures to promote commerce and 
agriculture, and the blessings of freedom and 
justice. Inthe meantime, the Ministers here 
cannot make up their minds as to our legal 
position in Cyprus. It is still mamtained that 
the Cypriotes are not British subjects, and that 
if thev were to go out of Cyprus they would 
rank as Turkish subjects. Lord Cairns says 
that the Queen will exercise jurisdiction 
in Cyprus under the Foreign Jurisdic- 
tion act, but that seems only to apply 
to her jurisdiction over British subjects, 
and nobody seems to know in what capacity the 
new laws and institutions of Cyprus are to be | 
inaugurated by Great Britain. The truth is, 
that it is very diflicult at one and the same time 
to govern, and yet keep up the fiction that you 
are not governing, but only administering on 
bebalf of another Power. It is not even clear 
as yet whether slavery is abolished in Cyprus. 

AMERICAN EXPORTS TO GERMANY. 
Pall Mail (London) Gazette, July 31. 

Some interesting facts and suggestions re- 
specting American exportations to Germany are 
communicated to the Department of State at 
Washington, in a report by the United States 
Consul at Mannheim. Large quantities of 
American meat are imported into Germany by 
one firm at Mannheim,—10,000 hams in a single 
order, and an enormous amount of beef and 
sausages, sent in thirty days from St. Louis, 
equal to German sausage. The fear of trichina 
is the only obstacle to large purchases 
of American pork. A single ham infected 
condemns the whole eargo. Rigid and trust- 
worthy inspection is recommended before ship- 
ment. Fresh beef twenty-one days from St. 
Louis finds a ready market in Baden. Ameri- 
can stoves begin to be seen in Germany, and 
ylass from Pittsburg meets with approval 
owing to its strength and clearness. American 
cotton cloths are bought carefully by the Ger- 
man housewife. Sole-leather from the United 
States is preferred to the English article. 
American preserved vegetables, fruits, oysters, 
dobsters, ete., are sold in large quantities in 
Germany. Sewing and knitting machines are 
everywhere accepted with a change of name. 
There cannot be a doubt that the United States 
are year by year taking away from us some of 
our best customers, and pushing trade in quar- 
ters where with the exercise of a littic honesty 
amd enterprise we might have done a good busi- 
ness. 

DR. SCHLIFMANN. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 28.—Dr. Schliemann 
is here, and intends resuming his excavations in 
the Troad if he can obtain from the Porte fifty 
soldiers as a guard against robbers. 

Benxi, Juivy 27.—A summary account of the 
Gérman excavations at Olympia says that the 
nutber of marble objects found during the last 
three winters is 904; of bronzes, 3,734; of terra- 
cottas, 904; of inscriptions, 429; and of coins, 
1,270. Ajl the more important ruins have been 
photographed, and the third volume of the ofli- 
cial accoun: is about to appear. An exhibition 
of all the casts taken will shortly be opened at 
Berlin. 

THE DUKE OF CUMBERLAND. 

Beritx, dulv 28.—To-day’s Ultramontane 
Germania publishes extracts from the protest 
the Duke of Cumberland bas addressed to the 
Powers andthe German Sovereigns. In this 
document, which raises an insuperable barrier 
between the Duke and the existing Powers, the 
Royal claunaot demands the Hanover throne as 
belonging to him by the eternal and uvaiterabie 
ordinances of the Divine will. He bopes that 
the German Sovereigns and people will ulti- 
mately acknowledge the Divine-right principle 
and annul all the various usurpations wrought 
in 1866. |

State Board of Equalization—First Business 
of the Court of ClarmsDeeisions Reserved 
—Mcintyre—Excursionists.

SPRINGFIELD, lil., Aug. 13.—The State Board 
of Equalization convened to-day, a quorum of 
members being present, and organized by 
electing Charles H. Anthony and Wiiliam 
Sullivan as Doorkeepers, and L. E. Wheeler as 
page.

and Their Qualitices.-New Peaches—New

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Hinspag, I[l)., Aug. 12.—Home again! I 
have spent some weeks among the fruit and 
fruit-growers of Alton. The apples and the 
melons are what interested me chiefly, Neither 
apples nor melons are plenty; but he quatity 
of both nutmeg-and water-melons is better 
than usual, and the prices paid for the same are 
more remunerative than they have been for 
many years. 

In mv last letter I gave an account of the 
August meeting of the Alton Horticultural So- 
ciety, which I attended. One point in the dis- 
cussion I omitted, which is worthy of record; 
I refer to the discussion on the practice of 

MIXED PLANTING 

of fruit-trees In the orchard. It has been the 
practice hitherto (and a few years ago was much 
commended) to plant in the same orchard ap- 
ple, peach, apricot, and other varieties of 
fruita,—the idea being that the apple-trees 
would not suffer by planting the peach or apri- 
cot between them; and, by the time the apple- 
trees are large enough to occupy the ground, 
the shorter-lived peach-tree would be ready to 
come out. 

But this practice received vigorous condemna- 
If you waat an apple- 
orchard, let it be apples, they gaid. If you 
want a peach-orchard, plant peaches, and 
nothing but peaches in the peach-orchard. Bo 
of plums, and cherries, and every other variety 
of truits: plant each kind by itself; and, more 
than that, each variety of apple—the Ben 
Davis or Winesap, for example—should be plant- 
edi in blocks together, for convehience in har- 
vesting. 

I think the criticism on the o)4 prattice is 
well founded. One thing ata time, and that 
well done, is a motto that leads to success.

The Railroad Employes in Milwaukee Find 


that They Wish to Work at the Olid Rates 
—Washington—The Chivese in San Fran- 
cisco Will Not Come to Chicago.

Mitwavu«ee, Wis., Aug. 13.—The threatened 
strike among the railroad employes quietly 
collapsed to-day. The men who had been 
locked out of the shops, and who were promised 
an interview with Gencral-Manager Merrill to-

afternoon, and the Committee which had been 
appointed for that purpose waited on Mr. 
Merrill at the St. Pau) Railroad’s principal of- 
fice. They received from him a letver explaiu- 


ing that the lock-out had been ordered in 


consequence of the non-receipt by 
him of a ietter from them inp 
which they had disclaimed any intention 


to strike agaimst the Company, which did not 
reach his hands till this morning. He assured 
them that he had always fairly and promptly 
considered every statement relating to wages 
which bad been made by the Compapy’s em- 
ployes, which is admitted to be the fact.

The 
asphaitic covering, on the other hand, is entirely 
free from sach substances, Capadle of being easily 


swept, apa washed off whet subjected to a 
fall of rain or flooded by hose or hy- 
drants, being an easy, Cheap, and effect- 


ive method of street-cieaning m dry weather 
Then the freedom of asphaltic or biiuminous pave- 
ments and walks from deleterious and miasmawue 
gases is another decided advantage over wood. 
if there were hoother good Poin, and all have 
not been enumerated, those mentioned are suffi- 
cient to convince the ladies, 1f mot the male por- 
tion of the community, that asphalt ts superior to 
wooden or st-ne blocks a8 8 pavement for the more 
central streets. Probably the finest drive we have 
on any highway iu or about the city is Oakwood 
boulevard, but on a hot, dry, windy day none is 
more undesirable asa driveway, simply from the 
fact that t..c finely- powdered stone ties in the air, 
and is destructive alike to clothes, eyes, lungs, and 
fine equipages. Now, while this macadamized 
roadway js undoubtedly the best, it is mot desira- 
bie unless covered with Tripidad asphalt, which. 
as the Wankesha writer says, Ts almost as smooth 
as the cushions on which they recline, —refering to 
the novs of Washington. Suchis undoubtedly the 
case with asphalt payements When properly laid, 
being easy, elastic, durable, and free from at- 
mospheric chances, cracks, @tc., Which faults 
seem to be the prominent objectionable features, 
and largely commented upon by the knowing ones. 
The principal argumeénui outside of climatic changes 


is the cost of tne concrete and asphaltic vave-- 


wents. Now it isa well-koown fact, pnd can be 
proven, that these rondways aré more durable and 
wear more even than granite pavements, for, 
while the granite blocks get displaced, 
and one sinks below the other, thus 
making an uneven surface, the asphalt pave- 
ment may wear uneven, but can easily be 
recovered at emalicost. The fact is,a good macad- 
um or concrete foundation will last for an indeti- 
nite period of time, the surface or wearing cvat 
being the only part to pe renewed.

SCANDAL IN HIGH LIFE. 


A Social Sensation in Boston—An Eiopement 
in which the Endis Not Yet. 
Boston Post, Aug. 10. 

Society circles at the Highlands are greatly 
excited over an occurrence of unusual char- 
acter in high life, which, although it is no news 
to the friends of the parties interested, 
has only now become public property. 
uring the winter months the good people of the 
Roxbury district devise various means of enjoy- 
ment, among which figure prominently, of 
course, balls and parties. At these assemblies 
are to be found the elite of that portion of the 
city, and the good fellowship which results is 
marked. But in one case—the one referred to 
above—these social gathermgs have resulted in 
something more than good fellowship; in fact, 
in the breaking up of one family, if not two, 
and the possible wrecking of two hitherto fair 
reputations. ‘The facts are these: 

At the pleasant residence No. 93 Dale street 
reside, or did reside until Wednesday, Mr. and 
Mrs. Johan V. N. Stults. The busband is a 
member of the firm of Stalts & Co., dealera in 
plumbers’ materials, Friend street, and the lady 
is a daughter of the late Thomas Dunbar, from 
whom she and her children inberited a fortune 
estimated at mearty $1,000,000. The children 
bumber three. Mr.and Mrs. Stults are in the 
neighborhood of 30 years of ave, and have, until 
within a year, lived happily together. With a 
kind husband, loving children, and almost un- 
limited wealih at her disposal, it is passing 
strange that she should bave invulved herself 
in an affair such as that which is now to be re- 
corded. 

The commencement of her troubles dates 
from the evening when. at a social gather- 
ing, she became acquainted with James 
K. Austin, “the brilliant and dashing 
ex-Captain of the Roxbury City Guard. Mrs. 
Stults, a tal!, stately, ‘stylish’ brunette. had 
DO sooner met the fascinating Captain than sbe 
was charmed. .The Captain, aithough be had 
at home a lovey wile and two children, séems 
to bave had no scruples against firting with 
other men’s wives, The couple continued their 
familiarity tillthe end of the winter and weil 
into the sunmther, participating recentiy in 
several steamboat excursiouvs. The intimacy 
was Observed by ali with whom Capt. 
Austin and Mrs. Stults were associated in so- 
cicty, and the former was remounstrated with by 
his friends. Mr. Stults reiused te believe that 
his wife was uufaithful, and kept on the even 
tenor of his way, attcendiug to business and re- 
posing what now scemed to have been undue 
confidence iv his spouse. But of late Mrs. 
Stults has absented herself from home 
&® ereat dbpal, leaving her children 
and household to take care of thet- 
selves. lier favorite tine for these excur- 
sious Was from 1 to6 p. m., and it was only a 
week ago that their object was discovered. Mr. 
Stults, when at length be became susvicious 
that all Was not right, employed a private de- 
tective to shadow the supposed parties. The 
detective soon reported-that Capt. Austin and 
Mrs. Stuits had an apartment on Washington 
street. in the building next to that occupicd by 
Bigeiow, Keonard & Co., where they were ac- 
customed to pass their alternoons m each 
other’s com party. 

On Wednesday afternoon the outraged hus- 
band, accompanied by an officer, visited tnis 
rendezvous ami forced an entrance. His wiic 
and Capt. Austin were there, but, no evidence 
of criminality appearing, the olflicer refused tu 
make an arrest Without a warrant. Mr. Stults 
insisted on the Captain’s arrest, and the officer 
hurridl off to obtam the ne.essary warrant 
Then cnsueda stormy sce.e. The woman, throw 
ing off all pretence, boldly avowed her prefer 
ence for and her determinatiou to follow the 
Captain whereyer he might go. The husband 
apathematized his wife’s admirer. while she in 
turn buried epithets of scorn and defiance thick 
and fast upon him. Finally the Captain bur- 
riedly took his departure, but not without ad- 
vising Mrs. Stults to return with ber husband. 
This magnapimity proved unavailing, however, 
and when the military man hastened down 
town to the Albany depot the womau was not 
far behind him. ‘Tickets were bourht for South 
Framingham, but for some reason the would-be 
elopers changed their mitds, and while Capt. 
Austfu took the cars for New York Mrs. Stults 
remained in tewy. A call at her late home vea- 
terday, however, elicited the fact that she had 
left. aud that Ber clothes bad been sent to New 
York, 

Mr. Stults on Thursday filed a petition for a 
divorce, but by the udvice of friends will with- 
draw it, for the reasons that if he alleges adul- 
tery he bas at present no evidence tu sustain 
the charges; and, second, that if desertion be 
the allegation, his wife will at once return to 
her home inorderto prevent her property, 


or any portion of it, passing out ot! her 
hands. The families of the parties are 
much shocked and scandalized at these 
disclosures, Mrs. Stults’ mother and 


Mrs. Austin particularly feeling the disgrace. 
Mrs. Austin was, for sume time, considerateciy 
kept in ignorance of the cause of her busband’s 
sudden depareure, but the slight suspicions 
which she had have cre this been strenethened 
into bitter knowledge. The Captain seut her 
word, after he reached New York, that he was 
away on business and might be obliged to re- 
maina week. ‘The ljetter also contained a re- 
quest for # valise full of clothing, and the loving 
woman unsuspiciousiy complied with the re- 
quest. Mrs. Austin’s father was formerly a 
leading hat manufacturer in this city, butis now 
dead, and his widew resides in Philadelphia. 
Capt. Austia is, as before stated, one of your 
“stunning” men—a ~—¢great favorite with 
the ladies, and a leader in society. He 
is a member of the firm of Stocking & 
Austin, insurance agents at No. 4 Post-Office 
square. Mr. Stuits is not at all of a 
conciliatory disposition in this matter, and, 
although he may deem it impolite to press a 
suit for divorce at present, he will do so when 
the proper time comes. He is understood to 
have said that the gay Captain wiil have his 
hands tull if he attempts to govern Mrs. Btults. 
The woman is said to have declared that will 
have Capt. Austin anyhow, divorced or pot 
divorced, and to have expressed the warmest 
affection for the man who has twvaded her 
husband’s home and destroved his happiness.

The Austrians thus far in their occupa- 
tion of Bosnia have themselves been very 
busily occupied in fighting numerous and 
desperate bands of insurgents who have 
contested every inch of territory as the 
legions of Faanots Josep have advanced. 
Vienna dispatches announce that several 
pitched battles have been fought, and in 
consequence the movements of the invad- 
ing forces have been very slow. One di- 
vision of the Austrian army has been 
obliged to retreat te cover its com- 
manications. It is hardly possible that 
the Austrian Government expected such 
stubborn resistance as has been encountered 
or estimated the magnitude of the under- 
taking. The consent of the Powers, Turkey 
included, having been obtained, it was to 
have been presumed that the occupation 
would proceed quietly and the Austrians 
march in and take possession unmolested. 
But the dissatisfied Bosnians thought other- 
wise, and the clash of arms has succeeded, 
with the prospect of a guerrilla warfare 
which will harass the Austrian troops and 
keep the country unsettled for an indefinite 
period. 


MR. BHURMAN’S SPEECH. 
Mr. TavusMmany is another illustration of the 


weakening influence of the Presidential 
vision upon the human mind. Every four 
years there is a general wrecking among 
those statesmen who have induiged in Presi- 
dential aspirations, and each of the twenty- 
two quadrennial elections beld ander the 
Constitution has witnessed the crushing of 
once ardent hopes and fondly-cherished as- 
pirations. Mr. ‘Taurman has recently broken 
out with the Presidential fever; he has be- 
come utterly unnerved; the courage which 
bas sustained him in his public life as a hard- 
money advocate and opponent of inflation, 
and which énabled him to defy even Old 
Britt ALLEN in the struggle with Haves, has 
utterly failed him, and be has opened his 
campaign for the Presidency by a speech in 
which he outbids Sam Caay and Tom Ew- 
ING as an opponent of specie payments and 
values. We print the material parts of his 
speech, delivered at Hamilton, Butler Coun- 
ty, Ohio, yesterday. 

The burden of the speech is to increase 
the amount of greenbacks by the substitu- 
tion of an additional amount of them equal 
to the bank-note currency of the banks, 
which currency is to be abolished. He ad- 
mits that silver and goll coin will never be 
circulated except as small change so long 
as paper notes of five dollars and less are 
issued, and maintains that the paper money 
of the country should be greenbacks. His 
objections to the bank-note currency may be 
thus stated: (1) That a National Bank cuar- 
rency means the indefinite perpetuation of 
the public debt; (2) that the National Bank 
system combines, concentrates, and intensi- 
fies the money power, and is, therefore, dan- 
gerous to the public safety; (3) that the 
bank circulation is a special privilege, put- 
ting many millions of dollars annually into 
the pockets of the stockholders, and taking 
many millions out of the pockets of the peo- 
ple. These points are by no means new, 
aud do not require much space for their dis- 
cussion. 

i. The National Banks issue a currency 
which circulates as money. The banks 
have a capital of over $400,000,000. This 
capital is invested in national bonds. It 
does not increase the public debt nor tend 
to perpetuate it that the bonds are owned by 
the-banks instead of being owned by indi- 
viduals in this or other countries ; the debt 
willremain the same until paid, no ‘matter 
who owns it. The Government has the op- 
tion to call in any of the bonds held by the 
banks, and hag exercised that power by 
compelling the banks to surrender the 6 
per cent bonds and take those bearing 
lower rates of interest. The National Bank- 
ing system is especially. distinguished from 
all other banking systems which have ever 
existed in this country by the fact that it 
requires an absolute security to be deposited 
with the Goverament for every bank-note 
issued, and hence there has never been a 
dollar of bank-note currency lost to the 
bill-holder. The bonded debt of the United 
States is some $1,700,000,000, and there is 
not much danger that the banks will be 
driven to postpone payment of the debts in 
order to furnish them with bonds to put up 
as security for their currency. Mr. Tuvr- 
man’s desire to pay off the public debt wil! 
not accomplish that result, unless it be re- 
pudiatea within the next half century, and 
the people of fifty years hence will doubtless 
be competent to deal with that matter at 
that time. 

2. The objection that the National Bank 
system combines the money power no more 
applies to those banks than it does to all 
other banks. There are 5,000 banks in the 
country which are not National Banks, aud 
they are as potent in controlling popular 
opimion as if they were National Banks. Gen. 
Jackson's hostility to the National Bank, 

whose charter he vetoed, was the fact that 
the Government was a partner in the institu- 
tion, and he was opposed to the 
Government being connected in any way 
with banks or banking, or in the 
issue of any money or form of money other 
than gold and silver coin. The destruction 
of the National Banks will not destroy their 
capital or diminish their power; they will 
become banks under State laws, and, being 
freed from the responsibilities of the nation- 
al law, will become infinitely more danger- 
ous to the public. 

3. The objection that the circulation is 
**a special privilege ” of the National Banks 
can hard)y have been made seriously. Any 
man or organization of men who can raise 
$50,000 of bonds, and will deposit them with 
the Treasurer of the United States, can be- 
come a National Bank, and receive from the 
Treasury $45,000 bank notes to circulate or 
keep'in his vault, as he thinks proper. As 
this privilege is open to all persons alike, it 
cannot be called “special,” nor. can it be 
called a monopoly. The privilege is con- 
fined to no locality nor to any person. The 
circulation is used to be loanéd out at in- 
terest. ‘Yhe private bank or non-National 
Bank, instead of buying the bonds and getting 
bank notes, holds its capital in greenbacks, 


od | caso; the interest the bank,seeives from 


the beads, which is from 4} to 5 per cent, 
is te some extent offset im the way of taxes 
atid in the reduced amount of currency at 
its disposal, and by the restrictions on its 
general business and its increased responsi- 


bility incidental to its charter asa National 
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Bank. ' The greenbacks being limited im 


amount, the bank currency has been essential 
for purposes of business; but whether the 
banks lend me@hey in the form of bank notes 
of of greenbacks, the sum of profits to the 
stockholders taken “from the people's 
pockets ” will be the same. So long as banks 
exist and lend money they will be prose- 
cuted for the profit they may afford the 
owners, and profits will always be as large as 
they can be mede. Changing the form of 
the currency will not change the rates of in- 
terest or the demand for loans. 

It will be noticed that throughout this 
whole speech Mr, Tavaman in no instance 
uses the words ‘‘legal-tender” when refer- 
ring to the issue of greenbacks to take the 
place of National Bank notes. This omis- 
sion has special significance from the 
fact that a bill to issue “ greenbacks” to 
take the place of National Bank notes was 
matured at the last session of Congress, and 
is now pending. These greenbacks—Treas- 
ury notes—were to have all the character- 
istics of the present greenbacks, except that 
they were not legal-tender, and were to be 
acceptable for all dues to the Government 
the same as National Bank notes, and were 
to be redeemable in legal-tender notes, 
the amount of which was to be in- 
creased to the legal maximum of $400,- 
000,000. Not being ilegal-tender, * the 
legal and constitutional objection to their 
issue did not exist. Being redeemable in 
legal-tender, they would always be at par, as 
the National Bank notes are, with the legal- 
tender greenbacks.. If it be that Mr. Taur- 
man has this kind of greenbacks—aon-legal- 
tender—ip his mind to be issued in place of 
National Bank notes, there may possibly be 
much less objection to their issue. If he 
does mean non-legal-tender greenbacks, do 
the people of Ohio understand him as he 
understands himself? And ishé not, while 
speaking of the issue of greenbacks as a 
substitute for National Bank notes, dealing 
with the people of Ohio unfairly? If he 
means to expand the currency by the issue 
of $322,000,000 additivnal legal-tender 
greenbacks to take the place of the bank 
notes, why does he not say so? If 
he means, however, the issue of 
that number of non-legal-tender green- 
backs, why does he not so explain? The 
two propositions are widely d'fferent. The 
one will be comparatively unobjectionablie, 
will make the whole paper currency national 
in ites character, relieve the banks from the 
prejudice and hostility with which they are 
pursued, and will in no sense materially 
change the value of the paper; while the 
other scheme is illegal, is violative of con- 
tract, and would break down the legal-tender 
currency to a level with what it was years 
ago. Mr. THurMaN as @ Presidential candi- 
date must explam. He cannot talk of 
‘* greenbacks ” in any vague way, particular- 
jy as the bill now pending before Congress 
proposes a “‘ greenback” currency which 
shall not be a legal-tender, and the term 
greenback no longer means of necessity a 
legal-tender Treasury note. 

There are other matters in this speech 
which are not new and have frequently 
been refuted.

PARSONS AND THE TRADES-UNIONS. 

A. R. Parsons, the Socialist agitator, 
made three remarkable statements in his 
speech before the Amalgamated Trades- 
Unions last Sunday. First, he said that 
the interests of workmen would be promoted 
by a reduction of the hours of labor, which 
would result in the employment of those 
who are now willing to work but can find 
nothing to do. Secondly, he argued that 
the workmen needed dear labor, and would 
have it. Thirdly, he said that there must 
be a speedy reform, or there would be a rev- 
olution. The first two ofthese propositions 
contradict themselves and each other, and 
the third holds out revolution as the alterna- 
tive of a state of affairs which, from the 
nature of the case, cannot exist. The argu- 
ment is, however, a good specimen of the 
logic generally used by Communist speak- 
ers, and we propose to examine it and ex- 
pose its absurdity, because it is doing mis- 
chief among ignorant and uninformed peo- 
ple. 

The first proposition is the reduction of 
the hours of work of men now employed, in 
order that men not employed _may find work. 
This will not commend itself to the good 
sense of intelligent workingmen. They will 
see that it must mean the reduction of hours 
without an increase of pay or with an in- 
crease of pay. In the first case, it would 
deprive them of means of subsistence which 
they already complain are too scanty. If the 
printer, for instance, should voluntarily re- 
duce his hours of labor one-fifth, he would have 
his earnings reduced in proportion ; instead 
of earning $18 a week, he would earn $14.33 ; 
the comforts he would be able to give him- 
self or his family would be reduced in pro- 
portion, and all to give employment toa 
workman whom he had never seen,—perhaps 
to an unworthy person. Workingmen may 
be—we believe they generally are—an un- 
selfish class of men, but they are not yet 
prepared to let their sentiments go to this 
length of self-sacrifice. Or, taking the othr 
suggestion, and agreeing that the intention 
is to reduce hours of labor without reducing 
pay, the proposition is not more reasonable. 
In the case of men who work by the piece, 
like printers, it would be necessary to ac- 
complish this end by increasing the pay for 
each piece, and limiting the number of 
hours any man should be permitted to work. 
Here, again, there would be the difficulty of 
requiring an amount of self-sacrifice of the 
workingmen which ought not to be demand. 
ed of any man or set of men. If there were 
to be an advance of wages, each work- 
man would want a share of it, not for some 
hypothetical sufferer, but for himself. They 
all claim now that their wages are insuf- 
ficient. They want to have them increased, 
to benefit themselves and their families. 
The hypothetical sufferer cuts no figure at 
ail in their calculations. But Parsons and 
his fellow-demagogues may say that the in- 
crease of wages ought to be sufficient to 
cover the wants of all at present employed 
and give employment to everybody else. 
This would certainly be a comprehensive de- 
mand, but it would mean confiscation of 
property. It needs no argument to show 
that, in the present. condition of business, 
profits are not sufficient to pay every man 
the wages he would like to have, and employ 
everybody who wishes to be employed on 
these extremely liberal terms. The only 
way te employ more men is to reduce the 
hours and pay of those already employed. 
If the reductiop is érom ten to eight hours, 


| four mem must surrender one-fifth of their 
pay in order to enrploy a fifth man, and the 


fifth man will only receive four-fifths of 
the sum previously paid to each of the 
four. No workingman now employed full 
time will feel that he can afford, in such 
times as these, to make so great a - sacrifice - 
and the feeling of the workingmen is pre. 
cisely that of the capitalist, who is unwilling 


and unable to give up in wages more than | 
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the percentage of profits justly belonging to 
the wages-fand, Yt | 

Parsons’ second proposition is that the 
workingmen want dear labor. This isa di- 
rect contradiction of the first proposition. 
For if more workmen are employed, and the 
hours of labor reduced and wages dimin- 
ished in proportion, labor will be neither 
dearer nor cheaper than at present. If the 
object is to make labor dear, some of the 
workmen already employed should be dis- 
missed. I¢ will be impossible to employ 
more at full wages and reduced time be- 
cause, a8 we haye shown, labor cannot re- 
ceive more in wages than it earns; capital 
will be withdrawn from use rather than pay 
higher wages than it can afford, and, in the 
long run, italways will pay all the wages 
it can afford. So the proposition must be 
meaningless, or it must mean the confisca- 
tion of property, which decent workingmen 
have never contemplated or at least never 
formally proposed. But, taking Parsons on 
his own ground,aypd admitting that his propo- 
sition means something, the workmen in 
reality would not gain anything by dear 
labor all around. The cost of labor is the 
chef element in cost of production. As 
labor became dearer, all the articles pro- 
duced by it would rise in price. The work- 
men would have to pay more for every arti- 
cle used for subsistence, comfort, amusement, 
or luxury. It would be no benefit to him to 
have dearer labor and more wages, if every- 
thing he bought was dearer in proportion. It 
is true that some exceptional trades might de- 
rive a temporary and partial benefit from a 
general rise of wages; but it is as certain as 
any axiom in mathematics that the benefit 
would be only temporary and partial. 

Parsons says that these things must be or 
there will be revolution. He ought to have 
said, ‘‘ They never gan be without revolu- 
tion.” That 1s what he means, or be means 
nothing. He should have had the courage 
and mavhood to say what he meant; or, 
meaning nothing, to keep still and allow 
others to speak. It is not creditable to the 
Amalgamated Trades-Unions, and particu- 
larly not to the Printers’ Union, which 
formed part of it and contained men who 
knew better, that they permitted such a 
man to appear as their representative and 
spokesman. He contradicted their own 
speakers, gave the lie to the sentiments of 
moderation and good-will towards their em- 
ployers which .hey professed, aud sought to 
commit them to doctrines which they have 
in the past repudiated and condemned. 


TAXING UNITED STATES BONDS. 
One of the conspicuous fallacies of the Na- 


tiopals and Communists, and approved to a 
large extent by the Democrats, is that Gov- 
ernment bonds should be subject to taxation 
by the States. Many people of the West 
have been induced to favor this proposition, 
though it is immoral as to bonds already is- 
sued and impolitic as to future issues, be- 
cause they are under the impression that the 
Western people would thereby secure an ad- 
vantage over the people of the New England 
and Eastern States who own by far the 
largest amount of the bonds held in this 
country. As the motive of this approval of 
a proposition so objectionable in itself is en- 
tirely selfish, perhaps the people who ap- 
prove it can be best dissuaded on selfish 
grounds. The fact is that State taxation of 
United States bonds would impose a larger 
amount of Government taxation upon the 
people of the West and South than they now 
bear, without providing any commensurate 
offset. It will not bea diffiéult matter to 
demonstrate this to the satisfaction of every 
intelligent person. 

It is a plain proposition that an authorized 
tax on United States bonds will increase the 
interest at which such bonds can be nego- 
tiated to at least the amount of the tax im- 
posed upon them. The minimum interest 
at which bonds can now be sold when they 
are absolutely free from taxation is 4 per 
cent. An authorized tax of 2 per cent would 
necessitate the payment of 6 per cent inter- 
est; or a 8 per cent tax, taking this as an 
average of the aggregate local taxation, would 
force the Government to offer 7 per cent in- 
terest to sell its bonds at par. If 4 per cent 
is the lowest ruling rate of interest now, 
then an added expense of 3 per cent would 
increase the lowest ruling rate to 7 per cent; 
otherwise it would have to be contended that 
capitalists can now afford to lend their money 
at 1 per cent interest. The Government is 
now exchanging its 6 per cent bonds into 4 
per cents, thus saving one-third of the 
interest which it originally expected to pay. 
There is little doubt that the entire Govern- 
ment debt will be funded at 4 per cent with- 
in a few years, unless legislation shall inter- 
fere to preveht the exchange. If, then, the 
ruling rate of interest should be increased to 
7 per cent, we should have, in round num- 
bers, the following difference in the Govy- 
ernment’s annual interest account, which is 


borne by taxation :

In a division Of-this extra Government ex- 
pense the people of Illinois would have to 
bear about one-fifteenth, as that is about the 
proportion of Government taxes which this 
State pays. There would then be an extra 
burden of $3,600,Q00 a year to pay in IIli- 
nois alone. 
Where would the State of Illinois look for 
a reimbursément of the extra cost of $3,600,- 
000 under the bond-taxing system? Would 
it be in the local tax on the bonds held in 
Illinois? We do not believe the tax would 
yield the State $1,000 a year,—certainly not 
enough to pay the cost of collection. United 
States bonds would vanish from the State of 
Illinois ; a Government coupon would be as 
rare within the boundaries of this State asa 
French assignat now is; the tax-gatherer 
would rake and scrape, swear and scrutinize, 
beg and bully in vain; no United States bonds 
would be found. Savings banks and other 
trust institutions, insurance companies, and 
all corporations accustomed to hold these 
bonds in large quantities, would get rid of 
them, thus depriving the people of their 
safest securities, and put their money in 
some other shape. Where would these 
bonds go? Why, to the New England and 
Eastern States, which would not tax the 
bonds,—for Congress could not pass a law 
compelling all States. to tax Government 
bonds. The net result, then, would 
be that the taxation sustained by 
the people of [Illinois would be in- 
creased by $3,600,000, which would 
go into the pockets of the European, the 
Canadian, the New England, and the Eastern 
bondholders, whose bonds could be held 
without subjecting the holder to the inquisi- 
tion of the taxation. The experience of Illi- 
nois would be the experience of every other 
State which should undertake to tax the 
bonds, even conceding for argument’s sake 
the constitutionality of the proceeding. As 
the case now stands, the bonds used in Na- 
tional Banking are taxed in the shape of 
capital stock, and contribute about $7,000,- 
000 a year to the revyennes of the States, as 
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General Government and $7,000,000 to the 
State Governments under the present system 
than to adopt the system which 
will wipe out these two items and impose ad- 
ditional taxes on the non-bondholding class 
for the especial benefit of New England and 
foreign bpnd-owners ? 3 

if some of the Nationals, Communists, 
and Democrats, in the light of these facts, 
abandon the idea of State taxation of bonds, 
they may think that the bonds may be 


reached by United States taxation without . 


encountering such objections. The answer 
to this was fgrnished in a condensed form in 
a recent issue of the Boston Zranseript, 
which said: ‘‘ No nation taxes its bonds. 
By exempting bonds from taxation the 
United States makes money, because it 
gains in interest saved more than it could 
possibly get) in taxes. Again, were the 
bonds taxed, not only would it be necessary 
to pay more interest, but the bonds would 
be worth more out of the eountry than in it, 
and would go abroad, where the intefest would 
have to follow them, but where the tax-gath- 
erey would be powerless.” .To this may be 
added that it would be a flagrant and out- 
rageous violation of contract to impose a tax 
on bonds already issued under the pledge 
that they should never be taxed, and the Su- 
preme Court would never uphold such a law, 
even if Congress should be stupid enough 
and malignant enough to pass it. To 
impose a United States tax on new 
bonds would amount to taking in money 
with one hand only to pay it ont with anoth- 
er, for what the Government would receive 
in bond-taxes it would be obliged to pay in 
additional interest; the net result of this 
traisaction, so far as the tax could be col- 
lected, would be to saddle upon the Govern- 
ment the additional cost of collection, while 
in the case of the bonds that would go 
abroad (the great mass of them under a 
United States system of bond-taxation) ‘the 
interest would have to follow them, but the 
tax-gatherer would be powerless.” 


 KEARNEYISM IS COMMUNISM. 

When Kearney first began making speeches 
in Massachusetts he did not realize that the 
anti-Chinese and “ sand-lot ” talk was of no 
avail in that section of the country, but he 
has begun to nnderstand that he must take 
up something besides issues local and pecu- 
liar to California. In branching out into a 


, more general discussion he has given the 


people some idea of what he would have the 
workingmen accomplish after succeeding to 
the control of the pol:tical power by “ pool- 
ing their issues,” as he constantly advises 
them todo. The tenor of this more general 
discussion leaves no doubt that Kearney is 
an advocate of the most extreme of the 
Communistic doctrines. He concluded one 
of his recent Massachusetts speeches as fol- 


lows: 

Now let me give you my idea of Communism: If 
T am drowning im the ocean, and & ship as large as 
the Great Eastern is passing by loaded with jum- 
ber to her masthead, and |, as seli-perservation 1s 
the first law of mature, ask the Captain to give me 
a plank to save my life, and he refuses, | am jue- 
tified in taking & plank. That is my idea of Com- 
munism. 


This parable, being interpreted, means 
that the Great Eastern is the Community 
and Kearney the type of any one reduced to 
what he conceives to be the necessity of 
seizing upon the property of another, no 
matter whether his self-adjudged poverty be 
the result of misfortune, or idleness, or dis- 
sipation. What Kearney represents to be 
his right he must necessarily concede to be 
the right of others. Neither he nor the most 
extreme advocate of, the Communistic doc- 
trine will maintain that the individual exer- 
ercise of this right can be permitted without 
restraint, for in that case common robbery 
would be legalized; a thief or a burglar 
would then only need to set up as a defense 
that he was in want of the articles he stole 
in order to secure acquittal, and 1t would be 
folly to maintain a police-force to arrest such 
offenders, or courts to try them. The appli- 
cation of Keagney’s doctrine, then, would 
mean either a systematic division of proper- 
ty so that one man should not be worse off 
than another, or the administration of all 
property and business by the Government 
so that every one shall be equally cared for. 
Both these ideas are variations of Commu- 
nism, and both lead to the same result. 

The idea of Government adminjstration of 
property and business for the equal benefit 
of all, being the more delusive, deserves re- 
peated elucidation. It means that the in- 
dustrious and thrifty shall contribute to the 
support of those who prefer to be idle and 
irresponsible. To begin with, there would 
be a general demand for homes by those who 
are not. provided with them ; the women and 
children would have sufficient influence to 
give this demand priority, and, indeed, it is 
the plan most. conspicuously urged by the 
demagogues who are pandering to the Com- 
munistic sentiment. We will say that there 
are 1,000,000 families that would immediate- 
ly apply to be comfortably settled in homes 
of their own, with all the conveniences that 
their neighbors enjoy. If the Gov- 
ernment undertake to satisfy their de- 
mands, the expense must be defrayed 
by taxation in some @orm or other. 
Then it falls upon people who have property 
and earn money for themselves. Suppose 
the demand for houses amounts to 1,000 for 
every county in the country: will it not be 
precigely the same thing in the end for 
every county or every township to begin a 
division of property according to local de- 
mands as it is io incur its proportion of the 
cost of providing these homes through Gov- 
ernment agency ? This view of the question 
illustrates the impracticability of the scheme, 
for the property-owners and business men 
of no single community would do this ex- 
cept under physical coercion ; and it also 
teachés that the theory of Government pa- 
ternalism, as construed by the Communists, 
amounts in the end to a compulsory division 
of property. 

But suppose the division of property 
should be made outright,—every man being 
his own judge of his rights, and the Com- 
munigts able to dictate terms. In that 
event the undeserving, the idle, the igno- 
rant, the rapacious, the dissipated, would be- 
come possessed of at least their share, if not 
more, snd great numbers who have been 
just industrious and frugal enough to earn 
a bare living would suddenly find themselves 
in @ position for the time being to gratify 
passions and desires that have been kept in 
restraint by force of circumstances. ‘Then 
the carnival would begin. Capital now em- 
ployed in large enterprises would be di- 
vided up in. such a way as to be 
of no general service, and the im- 
provident would soon squander what had come 
to them so easily and suddenly. Then an- 
other division would become necessary, if the 
Commune idea should hold out, for the man 
who had squandered his share would then 
be just as much entitled to seize a “ plank” 
from ‘** the Great Eastern,” as Keanney puts 
it, as he is now. Iu other words, there 
would be universal and never-ending anarchy, 
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law, as it is now understood, d have 
recognition. How much better aff would 
the workingmen of the country be after fol- 
loting Kearwzy’s advice, after pooling their 
issues, and after adopting and enforcing the 
Commune doctrine in case of success ? 
—_—_—_—_—_—! 
A SENSITIVE

‘RUSSIA IN ASIA. 
Estopped from any progress southward in 


“Europe, hedged in by treaty provisions in 


Asia Minor which she cannot violate except 
at risk of war with England, Russia keeps 
up her forward march in Central Asia, and 
has already established a diplomatic mission 
at Cabul, the Capital of Northern Affghanis- 
tan, a rich and flourishing city, and t®e 
centre of a large trade which Russia is 
desirous to develop. As the Russian desire 
to develop trade is usually the forerunner 
of the desire to secure territory, it is not im- 
probable that the establishment of diplo- 
matic relations with Affghanistan is the first 
step towards a scheme for occupation. The 
alarm already occasioned in England, who 
watches every step of Russia with suspicion, 
is shown by the instant order for the estab- 
lishment of du English mission in the same 
city. 

it is no seeret, now that the Congress is 
over, that Russia, like Wriusam Teint, had 
an arrow concealed in her quiver to/ be used 
in case the Congress had broken up without 
decision. Itis one of the clearest indica- 
tions of the mighty power and resources. of 
Rassia that her progress in Central Asia did 
not stop during the recent war. The Rus- 
sian papers have very elaborate détails of the 
preparations to threaten India made by Gen. 
KAUFMANN, In case the Congress had failed. 
As early as the 25th of April Gen. Kaurmane 
received his instructions, which were to the 
effect that he should divide his army into 
three corps of observation, the first stationed 
at Samarcand, the second at Marghelan, and 
the third at Petro-Alexandrovsk, near Khiva. 
The first corps was to march almogs to the 
Affighan outposts on the Oxus; the second 
to enter the Valley of the Kizil Su; and the 
third to take a position on the northwestern 
frontier of Affghanistan. In June the 
three corps made a forward movement and 
they now lie to the northwest of Afghanis- 
tan, threatening the districts of the Hindoo 
Kopsh, and bent upon annexing some of the 
Kbanates that lie to the north, while their 
diplomatic agents are already in Cabul. It 
adds to the delicacy of the situation that the 
Eniir of Affghanistan is now bitterly in- 
censed against the English. Coupling this 
cireumstance with the presence of a Russian 
army on his borders, there seems to be very 
good reason for the anxiety now displayed 
by the English Government. The London 
Globe, in discussing this movement, antici- 
pates some scheme of conquest by Russia, 
but whistles to keep up its courage. It 
SAY5 : | 

That tempting invitations t7 comménce 4 cam- 
paign lie ready on every side there can be no 
donot. Khivaw not yet wrelly annexed; Merv, 
though under the protection of Persia, is stili a 
thoetn in the side of Turkestan; Bokhara still re- 
mains to be conquered; to the south of Ferghanah 
are fraitfui Khanates, on which Kussia looks with 
longing eye, and the Kulja question sti}l remains a 
bone of contention, which at any moment conld 
be converted by Kavrmwaxwn into a war of conquest 
against Kashgaria. The Eastern question is closed 
for the present, and it would 1i)l befit the pacific 
assurances of the Czar if his Vieeroy in Turkestan 
should revive those angry feelings which the gen - 
eral, puviic of England and lKussia fondly hope 
have ceased to exist between the two coantries, It 
is to be hoped that Gen. KaurMann Will not em- 
bark in any offensive undertaking that may dis- 


turh the good relations now existing between this 
country and Russia. 


The secret of the English anxiety is to be 
found in the fact that Gen. Kavrmann’s 
army is occupying a section of country not 
on good terms with England, and that there 
is nothing to hinder Russia, if se disposed, 
from annexing some very large blocks of

Louis next week. There are other characteristig 
that belong to this matter of heat and sunstroke 
that ‘these scientists would do well to investi- 
gate as soon as the subject is fairly opened. 
Thus, it~would be proper for them to inguire 
into the causes that induce a St. Louis editor to . 
lie as suon as he gets warm, or as soon as the 
heat of the body rises above a certain tempera- 
‘ture. By what psychological processes doess 
man on the west bank of the Mississippi River 
lose his grip upon truth whenever he sees 
the mercury in his thermometer touch 9% de- 
grees FAnRENBEIT in the shade, whereas his 
word is as good as his bond at 85 and 88?

BULLIES AND BULLETS. 


Amateur Tragedians-Named 
Booth Improvise a 
Bloody Drama. 


The Sanguinary Catastrophe Ene 
acted in the Public Square 
of Edgefield, S. C. 


A Political Meeting Calls To- 
. gether Two Groups of 
Mortal Enemies. 


Three Participants in the Melee 
Stretched Cold in 
Death. 


One Patally, Two Seriously, and Four 
Slightly Wounded. 


An Extraordinary Chapter from the 
* Police Records of St. Louis. 


THE EDGEFIELD BATTLE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New YorK, Aug. 13.—A Times special from 
Aucusta, Ga., says that about 2,000 men as- 
sembled at Edgeticld, 8. C., vesterday to listen 
to speeches from Wade Hampton, Gen. Geary, 
Judge Mackey, and others, on the occasion of 
the opening of the political campaign. Among 
those present were several companies of State 
troops. A platform was erected about half a 
mile from the village, aud a procession was 
formed which marched out there, when the 
speaking took place. In the crowd were Benja- 
min Booth, James Booth, Thomas Booth, and 
8. Booth, and Brooker Toney and Mae Toney. 
The Booths and Toneys had leng been at 
enmity. 

ORIGIN OF THE FEUD. 

It appears that, about 1869 or 1870, several 
men named Booth went to the house of Adam 
Jones to attack him, some bitter feeling exist- 
ing between the parties. The Booths were ac- 
companied by a young man named Luther 
Toney. Jones was prepared for the attack, and 
the assailants, discovering this, abandoned or 
postponed it. By some miacbance, however, 
young Toney was shot, and, as was claimed, 
accidentally «liled by one of the Booths, iu 
whose company he was. -At the same time the 
relations of Toney regarded the killing ag in- 
tentional, and the affair became the occasion of 

A DEADLY FAMILY FEUD 
between the Toneys and Booths, The enmity 
led to an encounter, a few years ago, between 
members of the two families, but did not result 
fatally.. Brooker Toney, a few weeks ago, ap- 
parently to “ keep his hand in,” killed “* Gus” 
Harris, a colored Deputy United States Mar- 
shal, under circumstances not generally known. 
Karly Monday morning the first 4odication that 
there was to be serious trouble was apparent in 
an encounter between Toney and James 


Booth. Toney. walked up to a man 
named Herring, who was abusing a 
Democratic negro wearing a red shirt, 


and begged him to desist. While he was still 
talking, James Booth came up, drew his pistol 
and remarked that he would defend Herring. 
Toney drew his pistol also, and both jumped 
behind a tree. Toney told him to come out 
from behind the tree and he 
WOULD “SHOOT WITH HIM.” 

About that time some persons interfered, and 
the difficulty was stopped. The Booths, 
however, followed Toney during the day, 
to get an opportunity to renew. the 
difficulty. About 2 o’clock Toney left the 
ground where the political speaking was going 
on and rode yer to the village. The Booths 
followed him. Toney’s friends, noticing this, 
rode after them, and the whole party met in 
the public square in Edgeficld, and a general 
melee began. Itis said Broker Toney killed 
one of the Booths before he was shot himself, 
While Toney and Ben Booth were struggling in 

A DESPERATE ENCOUNTER, 
some one shot Toney in the back five times, and 
he felidead, Another version is that Toney 
was killed by Ben Booth during the struggle 
in which the latter was mortally woundea. It 
is pretty certain, however, thas James and 
Thomas Booth were killed bv Toney in the 
early part of the fight. Ben Booth was 
accused of the murder of Luther Tapey 
some years ago, ana was tried, convicted, and 
sent tothe Penitentiary forthatcrime. Brooker 
Toney, though but 26 years of ago, appears to 
have been a desperate character. Besides kill- 
ing Gus Harris, as mentioned above, be wur- 
dered apother negro. Benjamin ano James 
Booth were old and grav-haired men. Thomas 
Booth was almost a boy. 

THE RESULT OF THE FIGHT 
in@¥casuaities is as follows: Brooker Toney, 
James Booth, and Thomas Booth, killed; Ben- 
jamin Booth, mortally, Mark Toney and W. L. 
Coleman, seriously, and 8. Booth, D. Sanders, 
8S. Ryan, and Clarence Seigier, slightly wounded. 
Several of these were innocent spectators, not 
at all concerned in the affray. Ali the persons 
engaged in the encounter, and all the kil'ed 
and wounded, were white men. When the 
firing began the shots were heard at the 
scene of the political meeting, half a mile 
distant, and Gov. Hampton, who was ignorant 
of the cause, sent Adjt.-Gen. Moise and the 
Edg¢field Rifles, one of the State companies as- 
sembled for review, tothe village to suppress 
the disturbance. When they reached

Moise ordered the crowd to disperse, but they 
refused. He then ordered the military com- 
pany to get their ammunition and fire on tne 
crewd if they did not disperse. By the time 
the ammunition arrived the crow¢ had leit. 

TRAIN ROBBERY. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 13.—This morning, be- 
tween 1 and 2 o’clock, the express train bound 
from Omaba to St. Louis was robbed between 
Widthrop Junction and Sugar Lake on the Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs Railroad, 
150 miles south of here, by a party of masked 
men, who.rode on horseback to Winthrop, and 
there boarded the train. Thev secured $5,057 
from the United States Express car, and 
escaped. 

Arcuison, Kan., Aug, 13.—One of the boldest 
and most Garing train-robberies that ever oc- 
curred in the West took place about half-past | 
this morning about one mile below Winthrop 
Junction; opposite this city. As train No. 4on 
the Kansas City, St. Jo & Council Biuffs Rail- 


way, south bound, left Winthrop Junction, 
Conductor Brown noticed four men 
get on the platiorm between the 
baggage-car and first coach, Not 


thinking anything wrong, at the usual time he 
jeft the baggage-car and started to go through 
tbe train. The first persons he met were the 
four men standing on the platform. As he 
stepped on the platform, the acting leader pull. 
ed out two revolvers, and, holding them on 
him, ordered him to back into the baggage-car, 
at the same time ordering bim to hold up bis 
hands. As they entered the car from the dark end 
the first man they met was Griffith, the baggage- 
man, and he was ordered to hoid up bis hancs, 
while pistols were held on bim. A young fel- 
low named Mather, who was in the baggage-car, 
was then reached and given the same order. 
Frank Baxter, express agent, was sitting in a 


chair in the Mebted end of the car, his 
bills in his lap, and the express 
safe open beside him, busy with his 


work: He bad not noriced the scene that was 
being enacted in the car. His first Knowledge 
of danger was a revolver thrust in his face, and 
he was ordered to bold up his hands. The 
leader of the gang then stepped up to his safe 
and deliberately transferred the money, about 


£5,100, to a sack they had with them. 
Conductor Brown was then asked if 
he had any money, and he_ replied 


he had not. With their pistols in.his face, they 
ordered him to stop the train, and, having no 
other alternative, he pulied the bell-rope. As 
the train slowed up the four men backed out of 
the car, still covering the others with their pis- 
toils, and disappeared in the darkness. No 
swearing was indulged in, and the entire work 
was done in less than five minutes.

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 13.—Detective Louis 
Ost of the St. Louis force was dismissed te- 
night by the Board of Police Commissioners for 
receiving money for work without ‘the sanction 
of his superior officers. Sergt, Pillict, who was 
also connected with the same case, was fined 
$50 and suspended for fifteen days. ‘The latter 
did not receive any money which was not ex- 
pended in the interest of the case, which fact 
was clearly demonstrated bejore the Board.

Heegwe’s return she immediately filei 
a charge in ope of the courts against the cuilty 
pair, but on finding that the punishment would 
fall mainiy on her busband, whom she did 
not blame, the case was dismissed against both. 
She had of course dismissed the giri from her 
household. Her husband had, however, placed 
her at a boarding-house iu St. Louis, where her 
board was regularly paid by him. I» order to 
gst the woman removed, she applied to BSer- 
geant Pillict, who placed the case ia the hauds 
of Detective Ust aud a mannamed Berg, the 
former réceiving §400 and the latuer $700. Obst 
was to take her to Chicago, and did take ber

The Orangemen at Ottawa as 
Brutal as the Catholics 
at Montreal. 


Their Bloody Work in the Small 
Hours of Yesterday 
Morning. 


Conclusive Reasons Why Canadian 
Cities Should Not Be Paved 
with Stones. 


The Visiting Brethren Depart Much as 
Joseph and Mary Went 
Inte Egypt.

OTtawa, Aug. 18.—Alfter escorting a portion 
of their Montreal brethren safely to the train 
at the Chandiere Junction last night, the 
Ottawa Young Britons returned te the city 
abgut midnigit and started on the rampage. 
Upon meeting a body af Union men they open- 
ed fire on them, and two men were shot, one in 
tue arm and the other in the leg. The Britons 
marebed through the streets firing rieht and 
left. Father Malloy’s house was attacked, and 
the inmates slashed. Laroque’s Hotel was also 
wrecked. About 100 shots were fired. The 
police followed the crowd, but did not succeed 
in breaking it'up 

UNTIL TWO O'CLOCK IN THE MORNING. 
A number of arrests were made. The wounded 
are as follows: Policeman McKenna, shot in 
the leg; R. O'Neil, shot in the leg; Kelly, 
fractured skull; Conway, brutally beaten; 
Barthwick, shot in the arm; Taylor, shotin the 
head; Giles, shot ip the leg; Laroque, cut over 
the right temple; Marks, shot in the arm; 
Christian, shot in the arm. , There is great ex- 
citement to-day ever the bioody work of 
last night. Tom Bird, ap Orangeman, who 
was in the row last night, was shot 
inthe head, but not dangerously wounded. 
Father Banilion was struck with a stone when 
the Britons attacked the Bishop’s Palace, but 
he was not seriously injured. 
THE POLICE COURT [HIS MORNING 
was crowded, and hundreds were unable to gain 
admittance. The prisoners arraigned for being 
implicated in the disturbance were [f. Campbell, 
John Hull, W. Salborn, Charlies Ennis, Andrew 
Foster, and Latimar, of Montreal, and James 
Liller, Peter Merran, P. McLaughlin, and 
George Sancier, Union men. Sancier, Latimer, 
and McLaughiin were discharged, and the

prisoners are still inthe station, but it is expected 
that bail will be accepted, This morning whilst 
three Montreal Britons were waiking down Sun- 
set street in the direction of the St. Lawrence 
& Ottawa Railroad they were 
PELTED WITH STONES 
by a number of Union men, and driven into the 
Manitoba House. They subsequently jumped 
out of the windows and escaped to Goulden’s 
Hotel, where they remained until the police ar- 
rived and dispersed the crowd. One of the 
Britons named Risdale was struck on the head 
with a stoné and seriously injured. The num- 
ber of persens known to have been shot last night 
is eight, none, however, fatally. Seven others 
were pounded with stones. One of them, Kel- 
ley, a Union man, is pot expected to survive. 
It is reported here that the Union of this city 
wil! unite the Montreal and Quebec brethren to 
take part in their 
PICNIC ON THE 4TH OF SEPTEMBER, 
when further trouble is anticipated. The re- 
mainder of the visiting Montreal Young Brit- 
tons intended to return home to-night, but the 
authorities, fearing a row if they got on board 
at the regular statiun, prevailed upon them to 
take a roundabout tour and board the train at 
the Chauncier Junction. Large bodies of Orange: 
men and Catholic Unionists assembied at their 
respective halls to-night, aod, had the Montreal 
Britons attempted to march to the station 
through the vrincipal streets, a terrible scene of 
bloodshed would have been enacted. The police 
and niilitary are out iu strong force, and it is 
believed that peace, at least for to-night, has 
beep secured. 
MONDAY NIGHT. 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 13.—About midnight 4 
gang of about 26 Union men made a tour 
through the lower town, insulting 
every they met, and yelling like 
demons. Several Britons were as- 
saulted, among them e young mas 
named Guon, whe was beaten badly. About 
the same time the Young Britons returned from 
Chandler.

shot in the leg, and another named Mark was 
wounded ip the arm. When about ten shots 
had been fired. the Britons marched down St. 
Patrick street, shooting and 
HOOTING LIKE DEMONS, 

and keeping up a continual fire. Here they 
wrecked the Villeneves House, where a dance 
was in progress, shooting severai parties aud 
beating others with sticks and stones. Father 
Malior’s bome was also attacked, and tbe win- 
dows broken, but none of the inmates were in- 
jured. Laroque’s Hotel was next demolished, 
the proprietor being struck with a stone and 
severely cut in the forehead. The crowd then 
rushed up Dalhousie street, where other parties 
were shot and wounded with stones. The 
police followed them from the start, and made 
severai arrests, but did not succeed in breaking 
up the gang until they bad reached the corner 
of George street. 

THE ARRESTS 
made are Andrew Foster, Charles Ennis, Fab- 
jan Laroque, Isadore Laroque, William Lim- 
bourn, and Thomas Campbei]. Three of them 
are Orange Young Britons and three Union. 

TUESDAY NIGHT. 

Ortawa, Aug. 13.—The streets were crowded 
to-night, and much excitement prevailed, which 
the occasiona! discharge of revolvers only tn- 
creased. Fully 1,000 Orange Young Britons 
and Orangemen, gathered in their hall, 
resolved to escort their visiting Mon- 
treal brethren to the train. An equal 
number of tLelr opponents were at the 
Catholic Union Hall, as firmly resolved to 
prevent the march. The Mayor and leading 
Orangemen endeavored to persuade the Young 
Britons to leave by the Cbaudiere Station, but 
without avail. 

FINALLY THE RAILWAY ACTHORITIES 
sent wordto the Britons that they would not 


allow Sthe Montreal delegation to board the 
train at the lower depot, unless the Order be- 
came responsible for any damage that might 
resuit. The Montreal men then agreed to em- 
bark at Chaudiere Station, and at 10:15 left the 
Windsor iu an ompibus, while a salute was be- 
jing fired and cheers given by an excited crowd 
which tne police waa endeavoring to disperse,

Bismarck, D. T., Aug. 13.~The Hon. Doril- 
lus Morrison, John Ross, Gen. Rosser, and 
the party under military escort sent out re 
cently by the Northern Pacific Railroad to in- 
spect their lands for the first time between the 
Missouri and Yellowstone, returned this after- 
noon. They were all surprised, and report the 
country a great deal better than that between 
Bismarck and Fargo. The sw-called bad lands 
they found covered with the richest past ure 
ahd the whole stretch of a hundred miles 
well watered, with plenty of good coal 
and considerable timber. ‘The coal-fields are 
apparently inexhaustible,

the Northern Pacitic, will advise the Company 
not to give up their lands to a syndicate who 
will build to the Yellowstone, but hold them, 
building the road as best they can. President 
Wright has tn contemplation a scheme for ex- 
tending the road to the Yellowstone, and pledg- 
ing the 5,000,000 acre land-grant between the 
Missouri and tne Yellowstone to the builders of 
the road.

FIN ANCIAL. 


The movement of the crops, which is 
the precursor and gauge of the fail trade, 
has fairly begun. <The bankers of this city 
are each day receiving increased orders for cur- 
rency for moving wheat and corn. These come 
mostiy from the country south and southwest, in 
llinois, Missouri, and Kansas. The movement is 
‘as yet confined almost entirely to those sections, 
and to the corn prodact of last year and this year's 
wheat. The farmers have bad fair crops on the 
average, and are reported to be disposed to sell at 
moderate prices. They have become gradually 
accustomed in the last two or three years 
to lower prices, and have jearned by 
experience the unprofitableness of holding 
back for arise. The result of this amended policy 
~ swill be that the farmers will realize on their crops 
freely, will buy of the country merchants freely, 
and will pay promptly. These considerations, and 
the general abundance of farm produce, are the 
basis of a general expectation among the mer- 
chants and bankers of Chicago that there will be 
av increased volume of business this fall. 

New York exchange is weakening in consequence 
of the increased demand gor currency, and grow- 
ing shipments East. Sales were made between 
banks at 50c per $1, 000 discount. 

The supply of paper was light. Rates of dis- 
count are 6@10 per cent at the banks to regular 
customers. The clearings were $2, 900, 000. 

FOKBIGN TRADE. 

The statigtics of foreign trade for July, and the 
seven months ended July 31, show a continuance 
of the growth of exports and of the diminution in 
imports that have eo far marked the trade of 1878, 
in comperison with that of previous years. 
The New York Daily Builetin notes that the bal- 
ance of opinion among merchants is that this con- 
dition of mercantile affairs results from the lower 
cost and superior quality of domestic over foreign 
goods more than from decreased ability of the 
.' American consumer to buy abroad, or from in- 

creased need to realize by selling abroad. The 

total entries at New York of foreign goods in July 

were $24, 826,152 this year, against $28, 194, 402 

Jast year, and $20, 033, 079 in 1876. In the first seven 

months of thelyear, the imports at New York were 

$179, 228, 745 in 1878, $205, 237,523 in 1877, and 
$178, 370,265 in 1876. The imports of specie 
have increased largely with the preparations for 
. the resumption of epecie-payments. For the first 
seven months of the year, the imports at New 
York were $2,670,245 in 1876, $7,683,261 in 
1877, and $14,014,323 in 1878 Turning to ex- 
porte at New York, we find a great percentage of 
increase. For July, the exports, including specie, 
were $29,010,838 this year, $24, 448, 341 in 1877, 
and $33,378.348 in 1876. The specie export is 
worth separate examimation. For July, 1876, it 
was $8, 203.787, for July, 1877, $1, 588,648, and 
for July, 1878, only $645,571. For the seven . 
months beginning Jan. 1, the export at New York 
of specie ana builion declined from $36, 830, 120 in 
1876, to $23,140,146 in 1877, and $9, 942, 74 in 
1878. The total exports at New York for the 
gathe periods were $186, 062,010, $179, 985, 277, 
and $210, 166,273. Thies great increase in the ex- 
ports of this year has been almost entirely in the 
line of domestic products, and all the more no- 
ticeabig from the heavy decrease tn the exports of 
bullion and specie, usually a standard American 
export.

It seems that even 
high prices do not draw out wheat before it is 
ready to move. We note that Talmadge # Lind- 
man, of that city, estimate this year’s crop at 345, - 

, 000 ba. 

There has been a big demand on our shippers in 
this market for wheat, and some of them have 
filled rather large orders direct from country 
points because enough was not offered here at the 
prices. The high quotations at Milwatkee tend 
to this resuit. Is was, however, intimated 
yesterday that shipping limits on winter wheat bad 
been reduced, while it was surmised that fresh or- 
ders were received for spring lots. Spring wheat 
rose tO & premium of 1\%c as compared with win- 
ter; the difference having recently been the other 
way. 

At Toledo a steamer was chartered yesterday for 
wheat at the Chicago rate,—-2%c,—and shippers 
there wanted to secure a line of boats at the rate in 
this city. The ipts of grain at Toledo are 
large, and the elevator facilities are likely to prove 
deficient. Y 

The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday. Provisions tended strongly 
upwards, in sympathy with a good demand for 
meats, the offerings of which by packers were 
small. Wheat advanced in keeping with reports 
of greater firmness in Europe, and corn followed 
the lead, though receipts prere large. There were 
indications of stormy weather, which possibly 
helped to strengthen breadstuffs. We note, too, 
that the increasing receipts of grain encourage 
carriers to ask higher rates for transportation. 

Dry goods arereasonably active, and show decided 
firmness. There is @ tontinued fair movement 
in staple and fancy grocestes, and a pretty firm set 
of prices. Coffees and sugars continue to move on 
& generous scale, and are strong, with rather an 
upward tendency. The butter trade was again 
fairly active, with prices firm at the recent ad- 
vance. Cheese remains quiet, but holders are not 
pressing sales at any yedaction injprices. Fine 
goods are in light supply, In the fish market there 
was a moderate movement at unchanged prices, 
Dried fruite remained quiet, with prices ranging 
us before. Oils were firm and unchanged. In the 
leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, and wool markets 
ao marked changes were developed.

MARINE NEWS. 


THE WRECKING MUDDLE. 

The Detroit Free Press of yesterday contains 
the letter of ‘* A Canadian ” to the Toronto Globe, 
on the subject of wrecking, and also interviews 
with the Assistant United States District Attorney 
and a marine lawyer and the Manager of the Can- 
ada Wrecking Company at Windsor. The letter in 
the Globe says that ‘The penalty for violation of 
the wrecking law in Canada ie a fine of $400 for the 
first offense, whilst the penalty fora Canada boat 
violating the wrecking law in the United States is 
the absolute contiscation of the offending craft.’ 
The United States official and the marine attorney 
Characterized the statement that Canadian vessels 


would be confiscated for wrecking in American 
waters as abeurd. and said there was 
no such law in existence. The Canada Wrecking 
Company’ 8 manager informed the reporter that 
the ** last Congress had passed a resojution moe 
admitted that such a law was in force, and said 
that when the Canadians would agree not to in- 
terefere with American vessels wrecking in 
Canadian waters a corresponding permission would 
be extended to Canadian vesseis to wreck in 
American waters. The “ree Press contradicts the 
statement made in the letter that the Canadian 
tugs are powerfui and adequate for wrecking. 

Yesterday's Post and /ribune has the foliowing 
on the wrecking muddle: 


Ashort time ago Capt. Siicer, of the Fessenden. 
wrote to the authorities at Washington, asking if this 
Government understood that his vessel has no right to 
eesist American vessels when in distress in Canadian 
waters, and aleo suggesting some action reiative to a 
setticment of the wrecking difficuities now pending. 
\ esterday he received a letier from there statirg that 
his letter had been turned over to the proper authori- 
ties, and would receive immediate consideration. Of 
course he has no surmises to offer as to what kind of an 

answer he will receive. —whether it wil) cover the 
Whole ground or only that part relating to his vessel. 
in his communication he stated the grievances to 
which American vessels are subject, gave insiances in 
which the exactions of the Canrdian law had worked 
injury, and strongly urged some action looking to a 
sailsfactory understanding.

THE NEW CITY-HALL. 

The Mayor yesterday notified Tomlinson & Reed, 
contractors for the stone-work on the new City- 
Hali, to submit their estimates of the cost of sub- 
stituting Lemont for Bedford, in accordance 
with the resolution passed by the Council Monday 
evening. This the contractors agreed to do, and 
the Mayor wi!] probably be in possession of the 
figures to-day or to-morrow, —certainly im time for 
the adjourned meeting of the Council to-morrow 
evening. As tothe principal objection urged Mon- 
day night agamst the contract, viz.: that it omits 
the usual clause prohibiting extras which are not 
ordered in writing, the Mayor said yesterday, in 
speaking with Tue TRUBUNE reporter, that the in- 
tention was to build the City-Hall without hay- 
ing cxtras, and the contract had been drawn 
up with that idea constantly in_ view. It 
was provided, however, that should. there arise 
any nec@ssity for a Change in the plang, involving 
an increased amount of labor and supplies on the 
pert of the contractors, the latter should receive 
their just pay for such extras after the amount had 
been avreed wpon by both parties. This provison 
was contained in the speciications and, from its 
terms, it effectively protecied the.city against any 
and ali ciaims for eXtras except such as might be 
incident to a necessary Change in the plans. The 
Mayor further remarked, and with considerable 
emphasis, that as long as he held his office he 
should set his foot down on anything that looked 
like extravagance in the construction of the build- 
ing, and, when it was completed, he 
was confident that the people would be sat- 
isfed with wt architecturally, and that they 
would at the same time conyratulate themselves on 
the economy with which it had been erected. As 
to the objection that no contract could be made 
until the money was in the treasury to pay for it. 
ali that bad been argued and passed upon by the 
courts, the Council had bad the opinion of the 
city’s law officers therein, and nothing that he 
could say would add anything to what was already 
known on thatsanject. in contemplation of tne 
law, the money was im the treasury, and the oo- 
jection, like the one just referred, fell to the 
ground. 

Tnere was another obdjection urged the other 
evening to the general eflect that the stone con- 
tract did not contain a provision that the work 
should be given a certain time to harden and set- 
tie. If Ald. ‘iuley had meen a practical builder in- 
stead of a very good lawyer, be would have been 
aware that a stone contract 1s about the iast plave 
in the world for a provision of that kind, since 
stone doesn't barden, 8o far as has been observed, 
and itis only the brick and mortar work which 
does harden and settie, and a provision to cover 
that point exists in the contract for the brick- 
work. 

THAT BEDFORD STONE. 

The action of the Council Monday night regard- 
ing the stone to be used in constructing the city’s 
portion of the new Court-Honse, and which re 
suited in the adoption of a resolution that the con- 
tractors for the cut-stone work, Mesers. Tomlin- 
son & Reed, be requested to submit before to- 
morrow evenitug & proposition as to what the cost 
of taking down the cut-stone work aiready doue 
and substituting Lemont stone therefor, created 
considerable talk in official circles yesterday. in 
order to ascertain what the contractors intended 
doing, Mr. Reed was hunted up yesterday after- 
noon and miterrogated. He said that be had veen 
talking with Mayor Heath on the sabject, and had 
told ‘that gentieman that he would subdmit the 
proposition called for so that it could be presented 
to the Council at to-morrow night’*® meeting. 
When asked what the cost of the proposed 
changes would be, Mr. Reed said that nothing 
detinite couldbe known as tothat uatil a vasct 
amount of figuring had been done.

Of course he 
had to go back to the organization of the Board 
of Trade. and thence he journeyed down to his- 
torical times, giving an account of the immense 
dealings on ‘Change, of Sturges’ initiation. expul- 
sion, and his subsequent litigation in his efforts to 
get back.

there was a distinction between the present case 
and the Rice, Fisher, and Baxter cases.

bearing. In the present case, also, Sturges had 
already, in @ measwre, established hie right at 
law in accordance with the opinion of the Supreme 
Court.

COUNTY COURT. 

The County Court was engaged yesterday in ad- 
justing the accounts of the objectors in the tax- 
cases to conform to the decision of the day before, 
and in, entering judgment against those who were 
in arrears.

The following answers numerous queries to THe 
TRIBUNE on the tax question, and as to the results 
of the decisions: 

In extending city taxes of 1873 and 1874, it appears 
that owners of South Side property have paid from 10 
to 25 percent more than they should have id, and 
denciencies appear against much North and Weat Side 
property. Where an owner has overpaid on some prop- 
erty and a deficiency is claimed against other property, 
the Court has offeet the overpayment against the defi- 
ciency if the objection was made and proved, but 
where no such proof has been made Judgment has gone 
agaiust the lands for the.deficiencies, even though 
they were only five cents @ lot. and the sale for them 
wil commence Monday next. Those who have paid 
should look to it that none of their lots are delinquent 
for small balances, which [t is their duty to pay, or 
they will find a tax-saie against their lands.

SUYDAM. 
THE CASE POSTPONED. 

The case of Abraham Suydam was called up by 
Justice Pollak at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, bat the room fall of people, a great many 
of whom were real-estate scaipers, were dieap- 
pointed, no testimony being elicited. The specif- 
ic charge against Suydam was perjury, in that be 
swore Kitty Gibling wae his wife, when he knew 
she was not. The swearing was done, as is al- 
leged, before Justice Haines, in a suit brought by 
Suydam against Mrs. Brady, of No. 282 Wabash 
avenue, to recoyer some trunks which had been 
seized for unpaid board. Kitty was on hand, and 
the prosecution, represented by George W. Gibbs, 
was ready. Frank Smith, however, attorney for 
the defense, made application for a continuance 
because of the absence of so me witnesses and ina- 
bility to secure the attendance of others. 

Asmall boy named Myer swore that Justice 
Haines was in bad health and had gone to Mil- 
waukee. 

Suydam testified that Haines was an importa nt 
witness. he expected to prove by him that the 
matter in reference to which the charge of per- 
jury was made had no relevancy or mate riality in 
tne case, and that the Justice so held. 

Mr.sGiobe asked if he admitted that he had 
sworn as alleged regarding the matter as irrele- 
vant or immaterial. 

Suydam repeated what he had said before. 

Mr. Smith testified that he hadn't had time to 
prepare for a hearing. 

Mr. Gibbs was wiiling to admit what it was pro- 
posed to prove by Justice Haines. He didn’t 
think it had any bearing om the present case. 

Justice Pollak remarked that a man ougnt to have 
a chance to get ready for trial. 

After some further talk it was agreed among 
counsel that the case should be continued until 2 
Dp. m. to-day week. 

As Suydam did not give bail, saying he would 
not, he was locked up. 

it is understood that the true reason for asking a 
continuance was the fear that should Suydam have 
been discharged he would have been arrested on a 
requisition from another State. Another of his 
alleged victims is James Biock, an attorney of 
Pittsburg, from whom he is said to have gotten 
$6, 000. Other warrants are known to be out for 
him, and if Suydam manages to wriggle out of the 
clutches of the law it wonld seem to be useless to 
attempt to punish such scoundrels. He has very 
Jittie money, but some prominent wealthy men 
here and in New York are said to be back of bim, 
and an abundance of funds will doubtless be forth- 
coming if he squeezes them.

THE NEW CITY-HALL. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Catcaco, Aug. 13.—Ald. Taley, in his argu- 
ment before the Council Monday evening, made 
assertions which ought to be anewered, as he evi- 
dentiy did not consider the bearing of the con- 
tracts on the different kinds of work to be done. 
First, he says the stone contract provides that the 
work shall proceed regularly and uninterraptealy 
after it shall be begun, whereas the mason con- 
tract provides that the work shall proceed uninter- 
ruptediy, *‘except’’ when otherwise ordered by the 
Department of Public Works. Now, why should 
there be such difference iu the two contracts? asks 
Mr. Tuley. For this reason: The stone-con- 
tractor’s work is done, the setting at the building, 
and the cutting in his stone-yard; and, so far 
as the cutting is concerned. at apy time in 
the year. And it would be unjust to him and his 
workmen to have him stop his stone-cutting at any 
time the Mayor should dictate, for he can work his 
men regularly and uninterruptedly winter or sum- 
mer without detriment to the stone, and should be 
allowed todoso. But with the mason it is differ- 
ent. When the weather is too wet, or it \s cold, 

and frvsty, brick, work ought not to be 


regard to changes, etc. : ‘i.

the very one which should be there, viz. : 

Any changes whereby the cost of the work contract- 
ed for shall be either tnereased dr diminished, such 
changes shall be indicated on the pians and ded w 
the accompanying specifications before making the 
same, and the price agreed upon and indorsed on the 
contract and signed by contrac:or, Superintendent, 
and Department of Public Works before it will be 
deemed binding on either party. 

The work under the two contracts is very differ- 
ent. While the Mayoror Superintendent might and 
should know what ia the exact cost of brick work 
laid im the wall, yet neither of them would be 
competent to estimate the cost of one of the large 
ana elaborately carved capitais to the columns, or 
the fnely- wrought carving underneath the main 
cornice, or even of one of the cornices itself, and 
no stonecutter would place himself where he 
would have to submit to an extra being estimated 
by gues#. That is the reason why the stone speci- 
fications say that the price ‘*shall be ag 
upon,” etc. 

Mr. Tuley farther says: 


Then the following provision, which appeared 
in the contract for brick work, was also omitted 
from the stone contract: 


The whole of the work shall be commenced and car- 
ried on when and where the Mayor shall direct, and it 
shal) also be carried on regularly, so as to give the nec- 
es-ary time for each part to settle and harden, and also 
fer other purposes, as the Mayor may require. In case 
the Mayor may think this is not sufficiently heeded, he 
may order more men to be employed upon the work; 
and if be siall think the work proceéding too rapidly, 
he may order the employment of a less number of mea. 
should the weather ve unusually wet, or so cold and 
frosty that any part of the work cannot be done in «a 
prompt manner, or with due regard to durabiiity, or 
should such be the case from any o‘her cause, then the 
Mayor may order such part of the work to be suspended 
altogether untila more suitable season, in which case 
the y of the first part will cover and otherwise sufii- 
ciently protect the severai parts of the work, 30 that 
they will not be injured by the weather. 

‘*This provision was of the utmost importance 
to the City of Chicago."’ 

Can it be possiole that Ald. Tuley cannot see 
that the above provision referred solely to the 
brick- work, and should be incorporated only in the 
brick contract. Does stone spoil by exposure to 
wet and frost, or does it take time to harden and 
settle; or would the provision apply to the iron if 
inserted in the iron contract? Would the iron set- 
Ue or harden, or would cold or wet render it worth- 
jess’? The pleading of the Alderman seems spe- 
cious, and not as a matter of fact, 

Again Mr. Tuley says: ‘*The next provision 
omitted from the same contract was one by which 
the contractor was to bear all the responsibility for 
damages by reason of having 1p the prosecution of 
the work to ‘dig up, use, or occupy any street, 
alley, highway, or public grounds,’ ” 

Does the stone contractor bave to dig up any 
street? Notatall. His work is in his stone- yard, 
and setting the stone is at the buiiding; and this 
provision in the stone specifications binds the 
stone contractor as fully as the above does the 
mason contractor. 

The contractor must protect all ¢iils, external an- 
gles, projections, and area wails with plank, and keep 
the same intact until the stone-work of the as is 
complete. He mast furnish all pecespary staging, der- 
ricks, and other appliances for the faithful and careful 

rosecution of tae work, and hoid ‘the city harmless 
rom any damages that may result from accident, care- 
lessness, or negiecton his part duriag the progress of 
the work. 

Ald. Tuley again says in 
following occurred: . 

And the said party of the first part covenant and 
axree to perform all of said work under the immediate 
direction aad superinteadence of the Mayor of the 
City of Chicago, and to his entire satisfaction, ap- 
proval, and acceptance. All materia: used and all 
labor performed shall be subject to the inspection and 
the approval or rejection of said Mayor, and the 
City of Chicago hereby reserves to its Mayur the right 
finally to decide all questions arising as to the proper 
performance of said work, and as to whether the rate 
of progress thereon is such as to correspond with che 
conditions of this contract. 

‘*That provision puts the power completely in 
the hands of the city to protect itself and to de- 
cide wnether the work was properly or improperly 
dOne, and yet this important provision was omitted 
from the stonc contract.” 

Yes, and wnat does the following provision in 
the stone contract do: 

And the said party of the first patt covenants and 
agrees to perform allof said work under the Immediate 
direction ana superintendence of the Department of 
Public Works, the Mayor of tae city being chief of said 
Department, the work to be done to his entire satisfac- 
tion, approval, and acceptance, and if the said work 
shail not be begun atthe time herein stipul or if 
the rate at which said work shall be performed sffall not 
ia the judgment of said Mayor be such as to insure its 
progress and completion in the time ana manner herein 
stipulated, or if said work shall be whoily or in part 
improperly constructed, then co declare this contract 
forfeited, either as to a portion or the whole of said 
work. and to reiet the same or order the entire 
reconstruction of sald work if yo ed done; 
and = in such of default, or in 
any cause of default, ust the 
difference of damage or price (if any there be) 
which, according to the just and reagonavle saterire- 
tation of this contract, the said contractor should, in 
the opinion of said Mayor, pay tothe said city for any 
failure to properly commence and prosecute, or to 
properly construct said work in all respects according 
to the conaitions nereinafter specified, or for any other 
default. And it is hereby understood and agreed, that 
for any amount ot damage or price determined by said 
Mayor to be paid to said city by said contractors for any 
such default, or for any money paid out by said city on 
account of sald contractor, in consequence of any de- 
fault, there shall be applied in payment thereof a iike 
amountof any money that may be due and owing to 
said party of the tirst part, on account of said work, so 
far as there may be any such money, and so far as the 
same shall be sufficient, and if there shal! not be a suffi- 
cient amount retained from the said party of the first 
part, tnen and in such case the amount to be paid to 
the said city ip consequence of such default shall be a 
just claim against said contractors and their bondsmen.

THE NORTH BRANCH. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Aug. 13.—Dr. Hale in his letters ex- 
presses great solicitude in regard to the pumping 
of the contents of the North Branch into the lake. 
He may be right in his fears for its effect uppn the 
water of the lake at the cri’, but I am inclined to 
think the matter is not likely to prove serious after 
all. I feel as if I could speak with some authority 
on this subject, inasmuch as I have resided ten 
years on the lake shore, first on Erie street and 
afterwards on Pearson street, and during that time 
there was hardly a day when my attention was not 
drawn towards the condition of the lake, its 
changes of color, its mirages, | and its cur- 
rents. As one result of these observa- 
tions, I noticed that at least four days 
out of five the current along thie west shore set in 
a woutherly direction. This fact was more particu- 
larly noticeaole in the winter season when the 
floating ice near the shore would indicate the di- 
rection of the current. I have also observed the 
girection of the out-current from the river from 
the top of the old Court-House and from several 
éievated positions, and, as the passage of the river 
water into the lake could always be traced by its 
darker color some distance beyond the pier, | have 
noticed that the tendency of the current was al- 
most invariably towards the south., This opinion 
in regard to the general current on the west side of 
the lake is in a measure cofirmed by the statements 
1 have ofen heard from vessel Captains, that 
on the east snore the current seis a8 
uniformly towards the north Now, | will 
not deny tbat unoer some circumstances 
the water from the river will take a sharp turn 
round the North Pier, and in rare cases even affect 
the water out as fat as the crib. In the case of a 
freshet, with a strong southeast wind, I have no- 
ticed on more than one occasion that the river wa- 
ter under these circumstances hugged the shore 
north of the city, and there was a well-defined 
line of demarkation between the tarbid river water 
nshore and the pure water of the lake beyond. On 
dne occasion the air coming from the lake under 
such a condition of things was pdsitively offen- 
sive. There may possbly ove at some time such an 
equilibriam of opposing forces of wind and cur- 
rent that the water discharged from the river may 
reacd in the neighborhood of the crib, but this will 
be a very rare occurrence, and the working of the 
conduit pumps would bave little or no effect upon 
the result. i claim to feel the importance of fur- 
nishing the city with pare water as much a4 any 
resident, and my main purpose in writing this is 
to give the resuite of my own observations in re- 
gard to the currents, and also to make this sug- 
gestion, that the Superinteudent of the pumping- 
works on the lake-shore can always be conversant 
with the condition and course of the current, and 
should the current or the wind be such as to render 
i¢ possible that the discharged water should reach 
the crib or have a tendency to go in that direction, 
it would be an easy matter to stop the pumps 6o 
long as that condition existed, The North Branch 
can be pretty thoroughly cleaned without incessant 
pumping, and it would be asimple matter to de- 
termine whether the pumps should be worked or 
not.
